Officers From Tennessee Aye in New | 


York With Requisition Papers 
for His Arrest—A Discarded 
Woman’s Revenge. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—Nicholas A. Heck- 
man, who is the chief witness 
Roland B. Molineux, is alleged to be a 
fugitive from Tennessee justice. Officers 
are here with requisition papers for him, 
but at 2 o’ciock this morning Heckman was 
absent from his home. He is probably held 


against | 


in hiding by central office detectives, as . 


they do not want him taken out of the 


State. 

Molineux is under indictment and in the 
Tombs, waiting trial on the charge of caus- 
Adams and Henry 
(, Barnett by means of poison sent 
through the mails, the mystery which so 
iong puzzied the police and public. 

After several refusals to do so Heckman 
identified Molineux as th® man who rented 
a private letter box and received mail ad- 
dressed to Henry C. Barnett and Harry 
Cornish. Following h.m the handwriting 
experts came and clinched the matter on 
Molineux. It has been freely said they 
were less positive before Heckman testi- 
fied. 

It is now. charged that Heckman Is a 
thief, a pickpocket, a convict, “‘No. 602,” 
who escaped from the Tennessee State 
prison on April 8, 1893. 

Gov. McMililen’s 
charges Heckman with jail-breaking, a 
crime in Tennessee, whose punishment is 
not barred by any limi of time. 

Heckman, sentenced for two years, es- 
caped a fortnight after his imprisonment. 

A woman who then loved him, made his 
escape possible, She gave her last dollar in 
bribes: she pawned “Ler jewelry for money 
to bribe. She is a young Southern woman,

To shield her family she even 
now seeks to-hide her name, She tells why 
she accuses Heckman. She says: 

“While 1 thave sinned, I believe I can 
atone for my sin by proving to the world 
what a villain he is.

This young woman, Blanche M. Graham,

RED BUD, Ill, April 8—‘*Thomas Ryan 
departed this life Dec. 4, 1898." So reads 
a roughly carvedinscription upon a wooden 
slab at the fot of a grave in the town cem- 
etery in the little village east of Red Bud, 
I}l. 

Close beside is another grave, rough and 
unkempt and overrun with wild weeds and 
briers. Not even a wooden slab marks this 
spot, but .ypon the trunk of an old elm 
tree that stands near by someone has rude- 
ly carved “‘Ransom tSubblefield.”’ 

The death of Thomas Ryan and his 
burial beside Ransom Stubblefield. the man 
he murdered, was the closing act in a re- 
markable life drama. Thomas Ryan was 
born an Irish gentleman and died a broken- 
down outcast. 

Only a small pension for services in the 
American civil war kept him from active 
beggary. His father was Sir Wilfred Ryan, 
an Irish baronet, and his mother was the 
daughter of Sir Edwin Lansdowne, an

Por some particular wild escapade he 
was expelled from schoo] in disgrace, -and 
came to America. He landed in New York 
in 1854, where he later secured a position 
as tutor tn the home of a wealthy family. 
Afterward he filled a like position in Rich- 
mond, Va., and on the breaking out of hos- 
between the North and the South 
enlisted as a volunteer and fought through 
the war in the Army of the Potumac. 

At the close of the war Ryan came to 
Illinois and married an estimable woman 
and became the father of two sons. Ryan's 
wife died after a few years, and he again 
began the wild life that had brought him 
to disgrace in France. He was finally com- 
pelled to toil as a common laborer. 

A few years ago he built a little cabin 
near the village of Baldwin and lived on 
the products of a small truck patch and his 
pension. Not far from his cabin was the 
Mrs. Stub- 
blefield was a beautiful woman, and Ryan 
persuaded her to leave her husband and 
live with him. Stubblefield had a reputa- 
tion of being a desperate man, and one 
day he crept up to the house in which 
Ryan dwelt and attempted to shoot h'm 
through the screen door. Ryan, however, 
was on his guard, and before his enemy 
could use his gun, fired, killing Stubble- 
field instafftly. 

A few months later Ryan and Mrs. Stub- 
Ryan dled

spree, and by a strange coincidence was 
buried beside the man he murdered.

Late 
last night her husband, Matthew Cullen, 
called at the house where she had been 
taken care of and took her home in a car- 
riage. H's explanation about Ais wife's 
absence from home did not reach the po- 
lice department. 

Mrs. Cullen was discovered by Dennert 
while the latter was en route to the city 
from his home. 

The poor wegpan seemingly had at- 
tempted to cross the creek bed and had 
become mired in the deep, sticky mud left 
by recent freshets., 

She was crying softly, and pitifully, 
standing there sinking deeper every min- 
ute, 

Dennert procured some boards and pleces 
of timber and made a rude Bridge from 
the firm ground to where the woman was. 

Her weight was slight and he easily lifted 
her out of the sticky mud. She was car- 
ried to the home of Chris Noerter, a jus- 
tice of the peace at the village of Luxem- 
borg, close by. 

A report was circulated among the neigh- 
bors of the Cullens P be yy eed afternooh 
that Mrs. Cullen had died from the expos- 
ure and injuries which she had received as 
a result of being crushed in the mud. 

This report, Which was not corrected un- 
t® Mrs. Cullen arrived at her home, accom- 
panied by her husband, caused great ¢x- 
citement fm the neighborhood. Until a late 
hours, those living in the block gathered in 
groups on the street, discussing the pectillar 
Character of Mrs. Cullen's accident. 

When she arrived alive, they were over- 
joyed and immediately set to work to make 
a suffering woman as comfortable as pos- 
sible. 

A neighbor eaid Mrs. Cullen had not been 
well recently and had experienced great 
suffering. She possessed a very timid dis- 

sition and rarely visited her neghbors, 
or that reason only little was knéwn of 
rer. 

A woman who occupies the .second floor 
of the Cullen homestead said Mrs. Culles 
left home yesterday morning without say 
ing where ehe was going. She had made no 
preparation for a visit from home and did 
not say when she expected to return, It 
was sald.

Cullen was not informed of his wife's mis- 
fortune until late yesterday afternoon, al- 
though she was found and identified early 
in the morning. He sought her immediate-

“Resolved, That the Executive Commit- 
‘tee of the [Indianapolis Monetary Conven- 
tion continue to urge upon Cengress the 
adoption of a monetary system based on 
the gold standard, adequate in volume and 
sufficiently flexible in character to @fford 
the legitimate means to our producers and 
manufacturers for meeting the rapidly ex- 
panding volume of domestic trade, and for 
competition on equal terms in the world’se 
markets with other nations, thereby giv- 
ing full employment and just returns to 
American labor.”’

If you met Mr. Ball on the street about 


the first thing he would tell you is that 
he is a candidate for Governor. He differs 
in this respect from’ most candidates for 
so high an office. They are usually coy 
and maintain a certain amount of reserve 
about their candidacy. Their friends do 
their talking for them. Mr. Ball does not 
hesitate to declare his candidacy on all oc- 
casions.

“Dave” Ball Is a Candidate 


OF ARKANSAS, 


Accident Insurance Compa- 
nies to Quit Business. 


RESULT OF ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


BOARDS OF TRADE DENOUNCE 
THE MEASURE. 


A Convention of These Bodies Will 
Meet at Little Rock Wednesday 
to Induce the Legislature to 
Modify the Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK. Ark., April 8.—Represent- 
atives of all the accident insurance com- 
panies doing business in Arkansas have 
been notified to suspend business on ac- 
count of the anti-trust law recently en- 
acted by the Legislature. 

The anti-insurance provision in the ant!- 
trust trust law is being denounced by all 
the boards of trade in the State. A con- 
vention of the representatives of these in- 
Stitutions has been called to meet in this 
city on Wednesday afternoon, and from 
every city In tho States comes a favorable 
response to the call. It will probably be the 
largest convention of buginess men ever 
held in Arkansas. A great deal of speech- 
making wil! be indulged in, and a commit- 
tee will be appointed to draft a communi- 
cation to the Legislature. requesting that 
body to modify the anti-trust law, and alse 


to vote against several bills that are pend- 
ing which they consider hurtful to the 
business interests of the State. They will 
ask the Legislature to adopt the joint res- 
olution proposing an amendment to the 
Constitution, exempting cotton and wool- 
en factories from taxation for a period of 
five years, and will also request the pass- 
age of bills donating lands to bona fide 
railroad builders. 
The anti-trust law, with its objectionable 
insurance provision, is not the only meas- 
ure that is annoying them. Last week a 
bill, amending the assessment laws of the 
State. passed the House by a wood-size'l 
majority. Every business man of any conse- 
quence in this city, Fort Smith, P.ne Bluff, 
Helena and Camden and cther towns of any 
Size in Arkansas are signing petitions re- 
monstrating against the passage of the bill 
by the Senate 
The bill makes it the duty of persons own- 
ing and controlling mortgages, trust deeds, 
rromissory notes or other evidences of debt 
Or secur.ties to list the same and where 
the debt is not secured by mortgage or deed 
of trust on land, but the debt is evidenced 
by note or account, the same shall be listed. 
It is further provided that persons listing 
shall give the name of the debtor, the de- 
scription of the property held as security, 
and the description of the debt and the true 
amount of such debts in tabu.ated form, All 
such claims, both solvent and insolvent, are 
to be thus Hsted. those deemed to be insol- 
vent to be so designated. 
Members of the Leg slature say this meas- 
ure ‘s intended to prevent tax-dodging. 
Business men who are members of the 
Boards of Trade contend that if the bill is 
enacted into law it will make every man’s 
private affairs public property; that it is 
solely in the interest of the foreign banker 
and jobber, that would force half the busi- 
ness men of Arkansas, by depriving them of 
their credit, into bankruptcy. It might in- 
crease the amount of taxes paid by some 
men, they argue, but the loss sustained by 
the State by reason of its de riving the ma- 
jority of their lines of credit would more 
than offset the gain. Those who favor the 
blll say that the counties in which are lo- 
cated the larger cities do not pay a just 
proportion of the taxes and that it is the 
tax-dodger in these cities they are trying 
to reach, and if they vote for the bilj they 
believe the rural voters will sustain. 
This measure wi!l be vigorously opposed 
by the Roard of Trade Convention. So will 
the bill which proposes to donate to the 
counties State lands which have been ac- 
quired by the State through forfeiture for 
non-payment of taxes. If these lands be 
given to.the counties, the Legislatures of 
the future will thus be prevented from of- 
fering them as inducements to capitasists 
to extend the railway facilities of the Srate. 
It is claimed that the building of railroads 
alone will place these lands on the tax 
books and convert them into revenne-pro- 
ducin property. All these facts will be pre- 
sented to the Legislature by the Board of 
Trade Convention Committee. They hope to 
convince the General Assembly that by 
letting home concerns alone and by g:ving 
lands to any syndicate that will build a 
railroud in Arkansas that in a few years 
the State will be amply supplied with com- 
peting lines of railway; that it will be con- 
verted from an agricultural ‘nto a manu- 
facturing State, which will result in doub- 
ling the population in a few years and 
quadrupling the public revenues. To con- 
vince the Legislature of these facts will De 
the object of the convention which mects 
in this cty Wednesday afternoon. 
In the Supreme Court to-day a decision 
was given which upsets the construction 
herctofore governing relative to the 
scope of the constitutional amendments re- 
quiring electors to pay poll tax. The courts 
in this State have uniformly excluded from 
jury serv.ce citizens who fail or refuse to 
pay poll tax. In the opinion to-day the Su- 
preme Court held that obviously the consti- 
tutional amendment had no such end in 
view. Further the court held that an officer 
who has not paid poll tax is not disqualified. 
The court says that the amendment simply 
prohibits the citizen from voting who has

right. He is one of the few 
' House who never permits himself to be le*® 
aside from his course by the froth ana 


sparkle of pular measures. If he were 
not Judge Hawkine. his course in the Leg- 
islature would be puzzling to his colleagues. 
If he were anyone else, some of his votes 
might cause suspicion to be directed at his 
motives. But no ma:. ever questions any- 
thing Judge Hawkins does. hey may be- 
lieve he is wrong, but they always concede 
that he is sincere. He ia a very. small 
man physically, but he is a tough custome; 
to tackle in debate and never heeitates tv 
declare his opinion on public questions, no 
matter whom it may hurt. From the mv- 
ment he entered the Legislature this scs- 
sion he was classed as a Filipino. This 
was not pleasing to the Judge, because he 
believed his course was etrictly Democrat- 
ic.

Street Rallway Commission with its 
advisers locked horns this afternoon wita 
Attorney Gates of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, which is opposing municipal ownership 
of street railways, in prosecuting Attorney 
Frazer’s office in a hearing before the pros- 
ecutor to dk cide sehould lend 
the use of his name to quo warranto preo- 
ceedings instituted test the validity 
the McLeod enabling act promoted by Gov, 
This is the law which permits the 
Common Council Detroit to appoint a 
commission to purchase and operate the 
street railways of the city. After a long 
and, at times, heated argument, the pros- 
ecutor, by 1utuail consent, refused to nlilow 
his name fo be used. This was done to 
hurry the matter to the Supreme Court, 
an understanding being reached between 
the contending attorneys that on Monday 
Attorney Gates should apply to Gen, Oren 
Lansing to inetitute quo Warranto pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court. : 

It is understood that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral will refuse this petition, whereupon an 
application will be made by Attorney Gates 
to the Supreme Court for a mandamus 
compelling the Attorney-General. to insti~ 
tute the proceedings. This will bring the 
matter before the Supreme Court much 
sooner than would have been the case had 
Prosecutor Frager instituted proceedings In 
the Circuit Court and the contending fac- 
tions carried it up. 

The grounds upon which 
Committee will endeavor to have th: 
Leod act declared invalid are mainly 
follows: 

That the provisions of the act are not 
clearly set forth dn the title as required by 
the State constitution; that the constitu- 
tion expressly prohibis the State from en- 
gaging in any enterprise of the nature of 
municipal ownership of railroads, and that 
the courts have held that the Legisiature 
cannot delegate power to a municipality to 
perform acts which the State itself cannot; 
that the Supreme Court has -hheld that the 
executive functions of a municpality can- 
not be vested in a commission, but. must 
be kept within tts legialative body. The 
proceeding will take the form of a petition 
for a writ ousting the Detrott Street Ralil- 
way Commission from office.

Of beer England drinks 
31.30 gallons per head per annum; America, 
12.20 gallons; Germany, 25.50 gallons; France, 
6.10 gallons, England drinks only .39 gallons 
of wine per head; America, .44; Germany,

FARMER’S SON UNFIT FOR A PAR- 
TY WHIP. 


NOT SOCIALLY PROMINENT. 


His Appointment Was Distasteful and 
the Cares of the Office Under- 
mined His Health.

LONDON, April 8.—Thomas Ellis, mem- 
ber of Parliament and chief whip of the 
Liberal party, who died of meningitis fol- 
lowing influenza at Cannes, Wednesday; 
was the son of a Welsh tenant farmer. 
He was born in a thatched cottage and 
until 10 years of age spoke nothing but 
Welsh. 

His great exertions for reform in 
Welsh land system, which in many 
spects is es bad as the Irish, won 
him the title of the Parnell of Wales. 

At first a school teacher, Ellis became sec- 
retary to Sir John Brunner, the great 
alkali millionaire, who got him into Parlia- 
ment. He was appointed assistant by 
Gladstone, and when Lord Tweedmouth, 
then the chief whip, went into the House 
of Lords, Ellis was, to the surprise of 
every one, named his successor in the 
Commons by Lord Rosebery. 

Chief whip is one of the most onerous, 
difficult and important ositions in the 
Lower House. t virtually means chief 
wire puller, and until Ellis’ appointment 
was always associated with high social 
position and wealth. As social influences 
are the most potent means of keeping Eng- 
lish politicians in good humor, Ellis’ ap- 
pointment was a reversal of all-traditions, 
and was not successful. He was unfitted 
for the position, and|\its worries under- 
mined his naturally frail constitution and 
sent him prematurely to the grave. He 
married only last year.

LONDON, April 9., 4 a, m.—London’s two 
pioneer Sunday papers appear to-day. They 
are of distinctly different types. 

Mr. Harmsworth’s Sunday Mail is a 
frank adaptation of the American Sunday 
newspaper, with features of direct human 
interest, flustrations and display adver- 


tisements. 

In the initial issue Lord Kitchener de- 
scribes what Khartoum will be in the twen- 
tieth century. Dr. Schweninger tells the 
secret of Bismarck’s life. Hall Caine writes 
on the life of a novelist, and Clement Scott 
recounts Sir Henry Irving’s struggle for 
fame. There is a news section on the Hines 
of the Daily Mail. 

Sir Edward Lawson's Sunday Telegraph 
is on the conventional English journalistic 
model, which the unprecedented success of 
the Daily Mail would seem to have conclu- 
sively proved to be out of date. 

All of the staff of the Daily Telegraph, 
Sir Edwin Arnold, the pioneer, Bennett 
Burleigh; H, D. Traill, A. L. Courtney, and 
others contribute articles on what are to 
be their fixed topics week by week. T. P 
O'Connor writes ‘““‘The Boo kof the Week,’ 
Arnold on “Passing Events,’ Traill contrib- 
utes a series of fantastics on visitors from 
the shades. Burleigh describes the “Battles 
of a Lifetime.’"’ The drama, finance, sport 
and woman topics are to be regularly treat- 
ed, in addition to Saturday’s news from all 
quarters. 

Your correspondent has already predicted 
that the other big London dailies will be 
constrained soon to follow the exar§$ple of 
their more enterprising rivals. The Daily 
News mildly attempted yesterday to fore- 
stall them by publishing for the first time 
what it calls. “The Saturday page for home 
reading,”’ consisting of special articles of 
the Sunday newspaper kind. It actually 
ventures an illustrated history of the 
bloomer costume.The News is the non-com- 
formist organ, and cannot attempt a Sun- 
day publication without risking a large pro- 
portion of its circulation. 

The steady growth and influence of Amer- 
ican journalistic methods and ideas have 
waked up the London press from its long 
spell of somnambulism. Admirable as it is 
in some departments, the pervading failing 
of the big London daily has been the 
traditional superstition that dullness is es- 
sential to respectability: 


CONTEMPT FELT IN ENGLAND. 


The Slow Unraveling of the Dreyfus 
Tangle Disgusts Britons. 
LONDON, April 8.—It would be difficult 
to exaggerate the feeling of quiet and su- 
perior contempt with which Englishmen 
watch the unraveling of the Dreyfus tangle.

KIRCHNER BLAMED FOR HURRY. 


Resident Agent in Egypt, Reports Af- 
' . ter Protest, However, That It 
Was Necessary.

LONDON, April 8.—Owing to the agitation 
raised in the press here over the action 
of the Egyptian Government in giving-a 
tender for the iron bridge of Atbara to an 
American firm, Lcrd Cromer, British resi- 
dent agent in Dgypt, has furnished the fol- 
lowing report to Lord Salisbury: 

“The time of delivery was an even more 
important consideration than the price. An 
English firm offered to deliver the work in 
six and a half months for £10,490. The price 
required by the American was £6600 for de- 
livery in 42 days. The American offer was, 
therefore, accepted. 

“These facts merit the attention of bridge 
builders in Great Britain.”’ 

The substructure of the bridge in question 
is in the hands of an Italian contractor. 

Lork Kitchener is assailed for having, 
as alleged, altered the tender to suit the 
requirements of the American contractors 
without notify.ng the British firms of the 
alteration. This Incident together with the 
large orders for locomotives placed by En- 
glish railroad companies with American 
firms has put the British manufacturing 
engineers on the defensive, and the charge 
against K:tchener which is to be brought 
before Parliament is a desperate expedient 
to defeat the methods which are leaving 
them behind in the competitive race.

DREYFUS CASE CONTINUES TO 
STIR THE EDITORS. 


PARIS, April 8—The Figaro continues 
the publication of ¢he depositions in the 
Dreyfus affair. The ensuing press con- 
troversy increases in bitterness, but there 
is no popular agitation. The interest now 
centers in’ the absolutely contrad.ctory 
statement of Gen. Roget and the examining 
judge, Bertulus. tt 

To the question: “Who is the liar? 
Paul de Cassagnac answers: “I do not 
believe it is the General.’””’ Resentment is 
felt at the English press for making light 
of Gen. Roget's testimony. It is unde- 
niably clever and impresses public opinion. 

The anti-revisionists, while violentiy 
blaming the Figaro, hold fast to the point, 
which, it is thought, the Deputy Ministry 
expects the Court of Cassation to main- 
tain, namely, that no proof of a new fact 


has been found, technically compelling the 


revision or the annulment of the sentence 
already pronounced. Meanwhile, in the 
midst of contnadictory assertions and pre- 
sumptive reasoning, unsupported by direct 
testimony, the fundamental mystery re- 
mains as dark as ever. 

The Figaro’s bold step is particularly in- 
teresting as, last year, its editor unex- 
pectedly championed Dreyfus. with the re- 
sult that the paper lost a great number 
of suig:cribers and the proprietors re- 
moved the editor from his post. 

The Figaro has now taken a st which 
has drawn upon it the formidable hostility 
of the general staff of.the War Office, 
which desired secrecy and whose reputation 
is damaged by the publication of the depo- 
s*ttions in which there are evidences that 
the War Department‘ engineered. different 
trials, influenced witnesses and had the in- 
tention of preventing the exoculpation of 
Dreyfus, though the motive of the War De- 
partment in so doing still remains ob- 
soure. 

The depositions show that both M. 
Cavaignac, the former Minister of War, 
and Gen. Roget, who restated the whole of 
the general staff case, failed to produce any 
direct evidence against Dreyfus. 

The testimony of Examining Magistrate 
Burtulus was very damaging. He declared 
plainly his opinion that Lieut. Du Paty do 
Clam and Maj, Count Esterhazy are the 
guilty men. 


MANY SOLDIERS SUFFERING.. 


Cerebro Spinal Meningitis Affects 
Them in Egypt and Cuba. 
LONDON, April 8—In view of the cabled 
reports that many of the American soldiers 


from Cuba have been attacked by cerebro 
spinal meningitis, a representative of the 
Associated Press saw the medica] authori- 
ties of the War Office with reference to the 
dispatch from Cairo to the Daily Telegram 
saying that all the Anglo-Egyptian troops 
have ae removed from Omdurman owing 
to the persistence of cerebro spinal menin- 
gitis, due to the former unsanitary condi- 
tion of the town. Surgeon-Major Muir, who 
hase just returned from the Soudan, said: 
‘The position there is extremely serious. 
We had greater trouble from the first with 
the Egyptian troops, but the British sol- 
diers did not suffer, because they were 
surrounded by the utmost precautions. The 
disease is due to unsanitary conditions such 
as probably prevailed in the case of the 
hastily organized Cuban campaign. Our 
campaign on the Upper Nile was planned 
with time in our favor, and thus the best 
sanitary arrangements were made for the 
British soldiers, who escaped.” 

The report of Baron Cromer, the British 
agent and Consul-General in Egypt, ie 
looked upon as ~being a wonderful 
story of progress and the triumph

Local Weather Forecaster Hyatt does not believe in the 
féng distance predictions of almanac makers. 

“The sooner the public understands that all such long dis- 
@ance predictions are guess work, purely, and that at best a 
gtorm can but be partially foretold 24 hours in advance, the 
better it will be for the peace of the public mind,” says the 
doctor. 

That is the view of common sense reinforced by such posi- 
tive knowledge aos the science of meteorology affords at the 
Present time. Nervous people who are filled with fear when 
the vague and very comprehensive predictions are published, 
@hould bear in mind that they are not accepted by investi-

Smoke Prevention. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In a recent issue of the Post-Dispatch 
Mr. William H. Bryan, the consulting en-’ 


gineer, wrote about the smoke nuisance. 
It is quite easy for a consulting engineer 
to write these glowing words about what 
can be done at some one  else’s 
sorrow and expense. He says Ilinois coal 
can be burned under boilers without mak- 
ing smoke. It ts possible to do this under 
some boilers with an additional expense 
of coal, and an incandescent fire hot enough 
to melt the doors in the furnace of Hades. 
If Mr. Bryan knows of any one that he 
speaks of, he will do a very charitable act 
by giving the names to the public. 
If. under the old smoke ordnance, 75 per 
cent of smoke was prevented and a sav- 
ing of fuel, why did the manufacturers 
stop using these paying devices? Mr. Bryan 
says there are a number of these devices 
in the market at competitive prices. These 
devices woulti run the fireman crazy and 
drive the engineer to drink. 
I have had some experienge with some of 
these makeshifts, and found them to be 
expensive and injurious to the boiler. 
Il am satisfied that most of the manu- 
facturers in this city would put in a de- 
vice that would guarantee results. As it 
was before, most all those that were try- 
ing to abate the smoke were prosecuted 
for making smoke and at the time tne pros- 
ecution’ was going on the city Institutions 
were smoking like tar kilne. 
It strikes me that the proper way To ger 
fhe smoke abated is to offer a premium to 
the best preventive and test them in the 
city institutions, and if they work saisfac- 
torily, the law then can de enforced. No 
law will stand that will compel the manu- 
facturer to experiment at his own expense 
for the benefit of the city.

THE PROBLEM PRESENTED BY 
CONDITIONS IN CHINA. 


Strong Views on Civilization and 
Commercialism Presented in a 
New Way by Wu Ting wang

PHILADBPLPHIA, April 8.—The third ses- 
sion of Academy of Political and "Theatal 
Sciences was held th:s afternoon with Pro- 
fessor Roland P. Falkner of the University 
of Pennsylvania in the chair. T abject 
discussed was “Our Commercial Relations 
With the Far Hast.”’ R 

Addresses were made by Worthingtion C. 
Ford, former Chief of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, United States Treasury Department, 
and Robert T. Hill, United States Geblogi- 
cal Survey, 

The discussion was participated jn by 
John Ford of the American Asjatic Aszo- 
ciation, E. T. Chamberlin of the Navigation 
Bureau, United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, F. W. Whiteside, Dr. W. P. Wilson, 
F. R, Johnson, W. E. Torrens of the Na- 


tional Manufacturers’ Association, E. J. 
James and L. S Rowe. 
Mr. Ford said in part: 

There is a cordon drawn around China, 
more obstructive than any Chinese wall, 
and liable on many accounts to be made 
effective as a complete pronibition on com- 
merce. It might be assumed the privilege 
of trade could be assured by a treaty, for 
a shorter or longer period. Where has a 
treaty been able to stand in the way of 
interested attack? The tripartite control of 
Samoa does not offer as many occasions 
for difference, as. would the holding of the 
Chinese coast for commegcial reasons by six 
os powers, and among the «ix the United 

tates will not figure. The dual manage- 
ment of E t was child’s play compared 
to the problem of Chinese management. 
What has occurred in Africa, where the 
native counts for nothing, is only a pale 
forecast of what may happen in China with 
six nations contending for commercial ad- 
vantage among a people numbering 0,- 
000,000 souls, earing in mind that the 
natural resources of the East are to be 
exploited with all the perfection of modern 
appliances and cheaper labor than has ever 
been offered, the following questions sug- 
gest themselves: 

How can cotton goods of the United 
States make other than a limited market 
in Asia aga:nsi the cottons of India, Japan 
and China? How can American petroleum, 
better article as it is, hold more than its 
own against the Russian oil, supported as 
it may be by a bounty for political effect? 
Then there are the oil fields of Langkat to 
be counted in as competitors. How can 
Amer.can iron and steel enter markets held 
to be closed by European countries, each 
one Of which wishes to keep for its own 

le the construction of the railroad, the 
ullding and running of steam vessels, and 
the profits of the custom house? What bet- 
ter chance will there be for American ma- 
chinery, the rojling stock of a railroad, the 
mining machinery and certa'n textile ma- 
chines, than now presents itself?

His Excellency Wu Ting Fang, the - 
nese Minister, delivered an addrese | on 
“China’s Relations With the West.” (Hé 
said, in part: 

“It is a mistake to think that China has 
been stationary. Compare China of the 
present day with China of 50 years ago, and 


the progress she has made will be at once 
apparent. 

“Though China may not have made very 
rapid progress from a Western point of 
view in times past, there are eigns every- 
where at the present day indicative of a 
general awakening among the people. 

The most important question with which 
the Chinese Government has to deal arises 
from the spirit of commercialism and the 
spirit of proselytism. In all the treaties 
which China, has concluded with Western 
powers, theré {is an article generally known 
as the ‘toleration clause.’ his article pro- 
vides in effect that Christianity inculcates 
the practice of virtue, and that those pro- 
fessing or teaching it should not be 4 r- 
assed or persecuted. This apparently in- 
nocent provision has not, however, helped 
to further the cause of Christianity in Chi- 
na. It must be borne in mind thai this of- 
ficial recognition of Christianity wag firet 
obtained from her after a disastrous war 
The clause was no doubt inserted with the 
best of intentions. But it had the apparent 
effect of exciting in the native mind th® 
unfounded suspicion that a deep-laid po- 
litical object was intended under the cover 
of religion, The provision itself was hard- 
ly necessary, as the S6ubjectg of every 
treaty power are all protected under the 
general provisions, which apply equally to 
missionaries. Unfortunately most of the 
troubles occurring in China have arisen 
from riots against missjonaries, Hence it 
has been said by some foreigners in China 
that, without missionaries, China would 
have no foreign complications, I am not i 
a position aftirm or deny this. “

aries were sent by the Chinese to forei 
lands with the avowed purpose of gaini 
proselytes, and that these missionaries 
tablish themselves in New York Philade 
phia, San Francisco and other cittes and 
that mee | build temples, hold public meet- 
ings and open schools.

‘The*policy of the ‘open door’ 
appeals to Great Britain and to all other 
powers whose primary aim is the economic 
and not the political exploitation of the 
Asiatic continent. rom our present po- 
sition in the Philippines our interests co- 
incide with this alternative. 

“We are thus confronted with two sets of 
traditions in the far East, and it would be 
a pity to bécome dogmatic in either cause. 
Both policies are justified by the facts, and 
keeping our commercial) interests ever be- 
fore our eyes, our own policy should be: 
Economic competition with all and political 
alliance w.th none.”

It is likely, however, that the 
acreage is close to 5,000,000 acres, for the 
private reports show a much greater in- 
crease than 3 per cent. If half the area 
should be abandoned, the remaining 2,500 - 
000 acres might produce over 40,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat under favorable conditions. 
The yield of 1898 was 60,795,000 bushels, ac- 
cording to the State report. 

It is well to bear in mind, in considering 
crop news, -that reports are almost always 
exaggerate. It is possible that the pres- 
ent reports of 50 per cent dagnage may be 
modifted one-half, after a week or so of 
growing Weather, and it may be still pos- 
sible for Kansas to raise about as much 
wheat as last year but the great majority 
of country men who have written to grain 
men here seem positive that their reports 
have not been exag@erated.

Despite His Years in the Service of 
Others the Old Man Is Said to 
Be Worth $200,000. 


WATDPRTOWN, N.. Y., April 8 —Victor 
Williams, who is reputed to be worth near- 
ly $200,000 and whose mortgages, leases and 
contracts blanket many a farm in the 
towns of Lyme, Lorraine and Cape Vin- 
cent, walked into Watertown from Three- 
Mile Bay, where he lives with a nephew 
and “does chores for his board,’’ this week, 
carrying slung across hie arm a well- 
biacked pair of cowhide boots, in- which 
were stowed away big rolls of greenbacks 
aggregating many eousands of dollars, 
besides other securities rivaling the contents 
of many a country bank vauit.

The Jeu Chow murder remains a mystery, 
and seemingly an impenetrable one, since 
three days have elapsed from the time 
Chow’s body was discovered and not one 
Glew has been turned up. 

The remains of the dead Chinese have 


been removed from the Morgue to the un- 
ng rooms of Smithers & Wagoner 


the hiding place, 


Two men were undoubtedly required to 
carry Chow into the hiding place. But 
how two men or two dozen men could 
carry the body of a man over a fence nine 
feet high, or under it, and into a dark, nar- 
row littlo place like the passageway wun- 
der the tank is what puzzles the seekers 
after a solution more than anything els¢é 
in the case. 

A night watchman who patrols the yard 
of the oll company where the body was 
hidden Is required to pass within fifteen feet 
of the tank under which Chow's body lay 
every fifteen minutes. He has done this 
according tc the electrical checking device 
every night for weeks. 

Chow's various cousins in town are great- 
ly wrought up over the murder. The other 
Chinese take it philosophically.

FORTUNES CHANGING HANDS. 


ALL SORTS OF STOCES ARE NOW 
POPULAR. 


Exciting Scenes at the Stock Board on 
‘Change, in the Bucket Shops 
and Among the Leased 
Wire Men. 


One notable effect of the recent flurry in 
stocks has been a remarkable increase in 
the volume of speculative trading in securi- 
ties by St. Louisans. 

Men—and for that matter women—who 
would never be suspected of such a4 ten- 
dency, are hurrying to invest their money 
on their own or somebody else’s judgment; 
usually the latter. | 

In the last week fortunes have been made 
and lost for the account of persons who 
never took a fiyer in stocks before. Not a 
few St. Loutsans had a painful experience 
of the financial effect of trust-making 
when some of the industrials dropped from 
the fictitious prices to which they had been 
boosted by sheer manipulat.on. 

but if tney have any money left they will 
not cease their operations, for it is a fas- 
cinating game which many get a smatter- 
ing of ana few master. Once they enter it 
few leave it until confronted by tue strong- 
est of dissuaders, an empty purse. 

Onivy a few months @go prominent mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange were se- 
‘jously discussing the advisability of dis- 
continuing the quotation of New York 
stocks and removing the big stock board 
from the floor. That board is now the 
center of the undivided and absorbing at- 
tention of hundreds who daily attend the 
sessions of the Exchange. If one does not 
wet there early he must jostle and look over 
the heads of others to see the confusing 
array of tigures and fractions which record 
the puise beats of the financial world, 

In the last few weeks a new community 
has sprung up in the Merchants’ Exchange 
Building, a small army of stock brokers 
some of them newcomers and others ol 
members and “private wire men,’ who 
formerly devoted their attention solely to 
the grain commission business. They have 
offices in the ‘building. So precious is 
space that new offices, small box- 
like, have been erected in the lobbies and 
corridors. These are large enough to con- 
tain one man, a telegrapn instrument and 
a typewriter. The ‘‘boss’’ has no occasion 
to enter his office and jhe never does. if 
he did the operator would have to vacate 
to make room for him. He has other 
work to do. All day long he hustles about 
the Exchange floor an the corridors, 
hustling for orders. These he carries to the 
operator as fast as a pair of nimble legs 
can take them. In the slang of the race 
course, he ‘“‘overlooks no bets.”’ 

It is bad form for one of these Merchants 
Exchange brokers to carry an order closer 
than 50 feet from his box-like office. There 
he stops and shouts to the operator. Time 
is too precious and he must not be jong 
away from the stock board, where more, 
orders are ripe for plucking. The harvest 
is rich. Investors who are taking their 
first flyer, and who do not belong to the 
Merchants’ Exchange, stand outside the 
doors waiting to uttonhole the busy 
brokers as they rush in and out of the big 
hall. - 

Even clerks about the buflding havé 
caught the fever and .cre investing their 
small savings. Option trading on margins 
appeals most strongly to the average trad- 
er. The risk required is comparatively 
small, and the winnings may be large—if 
he wins. Whether the investor wins or 
loses the broker is assured his commission, 
To +h°t evtent he is the only one concerned 
W.iose prowdt is assured. All of the brokers 
on Change represent Chicago or New York 
commission nouns pad nan which they are 
connected by leased wires. 

Options on any stock listed may be bought 
at the rate of $1 a share, irrespective of 
the quoted value of the stock. 

‘As an instance, say an investor desires 
to buy 20 shares of Missouri Pacific stock, 
when it is listed at 51%, which means $651.7 

a share. He will be required to margin to 
5 points, This means that he must put up 
enough money to protect the commegsion 
house should the stock drop 5 points, in this 
case to 46%. For 2 shares he must put 
up $100, or $1 a point for each share. Should 
the stock rise in value his winnings are 
based on his investment of $20 and not $100. 
Say the Missouri Pacific stock in question 
should advance 10 points to 61%. If he de- 
sired to take his profit he would order the 
broker to eell at that figure. His profi® 
would be ten times $20, or The broker 
would hand him his winnings and in addl- 
tion the money which he put up for mar- 
gins, keeping out only the revenue tax and 
the broker’s commission, which is one-half 
of 1 per cent of the total value of the stock 
on which an option is bought. Half of this 
is for placing the order and the other h® 
for closing it. In this case the total value 
of the 20 shares of stock concerned would 
be $1035. The broker's commission would bes 
$10 and the war tax # cents. The investors 
would receive $289.60, of which $189.60 would 
be clear profit. 

In any event he cannot lose more than 
the amount originally invested and he can 
stop the loss at any time before the stock 
drops five points below the price at which 
he purchased the option. Thus, if it should 

o to 47%, he could sell at that and save 

of his $100. Of all commissions paid, the 
broker gets half and the house represents 
the remainder. 

The so-called “‘bucket shops” daily at- 
tract hundreds who cannot afford to trade 
on 'Change. There the commission is only 
one-eighth of 1 per cent. Besides, smaller 
stakes are accepted and smaller margins 
are exacted. In one of these places it is 
possible to buy an option on 1 shares of 
stock for $10. This assures a margin of oply 
one point. If the stock as quoted drops $1 
a share the investor is ‘frozen out."" On 
the other hand, he is not persassten to take 
profits on an advance of more than one 
—~, Whether the stock advances one or 

points, he can at best double his money, 
less the commission. It is strictly an even 
money chance, whereas the trader who in- 
vests with an Exchange broker has odds in 
his favor. The ‘“‘bucket shops” look like 
racing poolrooms these days. There are 
the same busy markers, the same jostling 
crowd and the same passing of money 
through little windows at high counters. It 
is a flourishing game. How long it will 
last none can tell. It has brought out many 
thousands of idle money from unexpected 
hiding places. Twice ae the last week 
persons on ‘Change have witnessed the un- 
usual scene of women placing money in the 
hands of brokers in the lobby.

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Remarkable Invention of a Chicago 
Man and Its Possibilities.

If the claims of a certain young Chica- 
goan, who is a recognized expert in his 
chosen fleld of elctricity, are true, there is 
going to be a revolution in the elevator 
business: of this country. He has con- 
structed a model car which has answered 
all the requirements of the test, that runs 
by electricity and dispenses entirely with 
cables. As he puts it, his elevator is ¢im- 
ply an application of the trolley system, | 
with the difference that instead of running

horizontally it runs vertically. 

This, however, is the least part of his 
invention. With this new device he ex- 
pects to run trains of elevators, and to en- 
tirely do away with the delays now en- 
countered in high bulldings. Take the Ma- 
sonic temple, for Instance. With one-hailt 
of the space now used for elevators a bet- 
ter service can be provided by the new de- 
vice. In order to operate it two shafts are 
necessary, one for ascension an 1 one for de- 
scension. In these two shafte at the Ma- 
sonic temple eight elevators can run 
simultaneously, leaving an interval of five 
floors between each car. When a car gets 
to the top of a shaft it simply glides over | 
to next shaft and begina to descend. | 
When tt gets to the bottom it gildes over 
again and begins to ascend. A litue switch 
in the hand of the operator controls Us 
every movement. Thus. with two elevator 
shafts, the service in cars is quedrupied. 
An automatic device on each car prevents | 
it getting nearer to the one preceding it 
than one story. Similarly, the fall of a 
car is prevented by four arms underneath 
it which spread out and wedge in cogged 
raile running up the four sides of the shaft. 
Any interruption of the electric current 
breaks a circult which holds these arms 
and lets them drop into place. In all other 
respects the car is the same as any ele- 
vator car, and the appilance can be Atted

The officials of the Santa Fe road, it was 
claimed, caused Ambs’ arrest on two occa- 
sions. on a charge of altering the destina- 
tion on certain railroad tickets, In each in- 
stance Ambs was acquitted. 

He was held for the Grand Jury of Bu- 
chanan County, Mo., two years ago, Dut 
that body faiied to return a true Dill 
againet him. ‘The jurors appended a state- 
ment to the verdict in which it Was ex- 
plained that the law covering the case was 
not explicit 

Attorney Gardner Lathrop, for the de- 
fense, offered this point in evidence. Juigze 
Krum, representing the plaintiff, objected. 
A lively argument followed. 

Judge Adams, in sustaining the objection, 
said: “I do not propose to open the door 
to the secrets of the Grand Jury room and 
a jury has no right to supplement its ver- 
dict with an opinion @ne way or the other.” 

The ruling raised the hopes of the plain- 
tiff and he was keenly disappointed at the 
wnfavoradle decision.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April §—This city 
has won its fight for cheaper street car 
fares—six tickets for 25 cents, 2% tickets for 
$1, with transfer privileges, making the fare 

really 4 cents. 

Single fares, however,‘ will remain at 6 
cents, af at present, The street car com- 
manies also agree to bear the cost of pav- 
— between the tracks and for 18 inches 
on each side. 

These, in brief, are the terms of the #- 
year franchise of the Indianapolis Street 
Rallroad Co. In addition to reducing the 
fare and doing the paving. 
agrees to pay the City of Indianapolia Sig 
160,000 in cash, in regular installments. 

The capitalists who organized the new 
company and who had a proposition pend- 
ing before the Board of Public Works for 
a franchise for the laet four weeks came 
to the city’s terms, and the contract has 
now been transmitted to the Common Coun- 
cil for the approval of that body. 

The franchise does not differ materially

THREE BULLETS FROM A REVOL- 
VER TOOK BFFEOCT. 


The Victim’s Newspaper Had Been Ob- | 


jectionable to Many for Years— 
Three Times His Plant Had 
Beev. Destroyed.

MARYVILLE. Mo.. April 8—At 11 o'clock 
this morning Frank Griffin, editor of the 
Maryville Dally Review, was shot three 
times, once !n the groin, once in the neck 
and once in the mouth, by C. G. Jesse, a 
former druggist of this city. but who has 
been out of business for some time. Grif- 
fin. died at 6 o'clock to-night. 

In last Wednesday's tesue of the Dally 
Review there was an article tn which jt 
asserted that Jerse was running a joint in 
Maryville. Jesse had previously warned 
Griffin if he ever mentioned his name in te 
paper he would shoot him on sight. They 
met on the public square this morning and 
Jesse pulled his revolver ond fired at Griffin, 
the shot strikig him in the groin, Griffin 
grappled with Jesse, who emptied his re- 
volver. Two more shots took eftect. Griffin 
fell to the sidewalk and the Marshal ar- 
rested Jeese and he was locked up. The doc- 
tors do not think that Griffin can reeover. 

Griffin embarked in the newspaper bual- 
ness in Maryville in 189 by publishing @ 
weekly. It was highly sensational and his 
reference to people caused him tg hrobably 
be the most disliked pereon in Maryville. 
He was extremely bitter in his thems 
against the Irish Catholic priest, Father 
Daniel Pembroke, B. F. Anderson, an un- 
dertaker. and Peter Hamill, a saloon keep- 
er. He has also written very sarcastic 
jiems about the Maryville drug stores, call- 
ing them church salvons. 

Three timee his newspaper plant has been 
broken into, the type pied and once nearly 
ali the type was taken out. It was found 
several days tater in an old abandoned 
well, three blocks from the square. He 
fished it out and again started his paper. 

Five years ago, when the Dally Demo- 
crat abandoned’ the fleld, he commenced 
publishing a daily and was promised the 
support of the citizens if he would publish 
a clean.paper. He did so for about eix 
months, when he again commenced to 
write very personal items, 

His three daughters, Pearl, Zoe and Lula, 
aesisted him in his work. H.s caughters 
@re well-known to the newspaper men, they 
having attended nearly all the conventions 
and gatherings of newspaper men for eev- 
eral years. They are handsome girls and 
ned favorites wherever they have 
een. 

The tragedy on the streets to-day has been 
Predicted by many and while it is deeply 
deplored by all, it did not come ag a 
surprire.

Counsel’s Recital of 
Wrongs May Free Mrs. 
George. 


DWELLS ON SAXTON’S PERFIDY. 


THE WOMAN WEPT AS THE JURY 
HEARD HER SHAME. 


Her Lawyer Did Not Outline the 
Theory of the Defense, but Seemed 
to Justify the Taking of 
Saxton’s Life. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
CANTON, O., April 8.—In the barest q@t- 
lines, the old, old story of a man’s decep- 
tion and a woman wronged was told to the 
jury this morning in Mr. Welty's prelimi- 
nary statement of the cage of Mrs. Anna 
E, George. It was a tale of surpassing 
human interest, told in confiected form as 
a plain recital of so many facts. There was 
no play of oratory, no appeal for applause, 


It was like a prelude to a drama and di 

not reveal as much asa hint of the actua

Mr. Welty arose to make the statement 
immediately after the opening of court.

uminated missals and black letter shown, 
a to the lover of the gold and silver- 
smith's art there are gorgeous specimens 
of handiwork beth fascinating and curious. 
The exhibition includes over a thousand 
objects, every one of which has some in- 
teresting history attached. The various ar- 
ticles are attractively grouped, and are dis- 
played to the fullest advantage in the spa- 
cious reoms of the society. The committee 
having the affair in charge has spared no 
pains to make the occasion a memorable 
and successful one, and during the week 
there will be several addresses delivered 
by well-known people. A private view will 
be held Monday evening, members of the 
society, their friends and the press being 
invited by card. e é@xhibition wil be 
open to the. public’ on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Friday afternoons from 2 to 6, and on 
Saturday from 2 to 6 and from 8 to 10 p. m. 

Among the many beautiful ae shown 
one of the famous crosses of the Prince de 
Crtambord will attract general attention. It 
is jeweled and inscribed with his motto and 
is one of those he presented his faithful 
adherents among the French nobility when 
he was offered the French crown by the 
Royalists. This is loaned by Mrs. Edward 
V.. Papin. 

Another interesting object is the gold and 
jeweled snuff box given to Mr. Piterre 
Chouteau by Louis Philippe. Mr. Pierre 
Chouteau has loaned this, together with 
another curious gold snuff box, said to 
have been Owned by Laclede, the founder 
of St. Louis. Mr. Chouteau Is also repre- 
sented Dy ‘a magnificent collection of docu- 


ments. 

The Mercantile Library has loaned four 
valuable Indian porfraits by Catlin. They 
are among the MMigst valuable Indian ‘pic- 
tures in existence, aS mosteof Catlin’s work 
was destroved in the fire at the Smithson- 
ian Institute. The library has also loaned 
what will prove of great interest to every- 
one. namely, the death-mask of Napoleon. 
The heirs of Edward T. Wyman have 
loaned a most interesting and valuable set 
of the portraits in oil of all the Mayors of 
St. Louis. . 
Mr. Alexander N. de Menil is represented 
by a case of rare documents and first edi- 
tions of famous authors. Mr. Hoblitzelle 
has sent colonial silver and othey relics. 
Col. Leighton has filled a case with valu- 
able colonial documents, and Mrs. Ben F. 
Gray’s collection of lovely silver and ante- 
bellum relics fill another case. Dr. Charles 
Stevens has also filled a case with interest- 
ing relics. 

Mrs. Wilson Turner has loaned a unique 
set. of autographic documents bealing the 
signatures of Napoleon Bonaparte (as Pre- 
mier Consul) and each ef his marehals. 
Miss Mary Boyce displays several beau- 
tiful miniatures, as algo does Mrs. Peter 
L. Foy. Mrs. Bailey, Mra» Turner, Mrs. 
Hoblitzelle, Mrs. Lee. Mrs. Smith, Miss 
Sloan, Miss Billon and many others; in fact, 
the miniatures alone are well worth a visit 
to the exhibition. 

A finely preserved and authentic copy of 
the Ulster County Gazette of 1700 ami the 
third copy printed of the Missouri Gazette 
in 1808, are loaned by Miss Clara Billon. 
Among the various collections of weap- 
ons and firearms shown none will excite 
more attention than the pistols used in 
the famous Hamilton Burr duel. The pis- 
tols are abso) ute suthentic and serve as 
grim reminders ? thut dark period in the 
early history of the United States. A weap- 
on of quite different caliber ig seen in a 
quaint little brase cannon, used on the first 
steanrboat that ascended the Missouri Riv- 
er. These, with many other articles of his- 
torical and intrinsic value, .go to form the 
interesting collection now receiving its fi- 
_ touches at the Missouri Historical So- 
clety. 

The Missouri Historical Soctety was legal- 
ly incorporated in 1866, and although there 
were times of stress in its earlies history, 
the organization is now meeting with more 
encouragement and attracting genera! at- 
tention. It numbers among its membere 
representatives from most of the older and 
more prominent familes in this and other 
cities. Interesting meetings are held reg- 
ularly throughout the year, and in its pur- 
pose, that of providing a suitable resting 
place for historic objects, it deserves the 
approbation apd support of every one. The 
present loan exhibition quite free as it ts 
to the pwhblic, is an evilieno of the spirit 
that pervades the society.

CHICAGO, Ill, April 8&—Two of the 
world’s most famous evangelists are in Chi- 
cago at the Moody Bible Institue, resting 
from their labors in the States of the far 
West. They are Dwight L. Moody and 
Richard Tjader, the young Scandinavian 
who, in company with Prince Oscar of 
Sweden, preached the gospel in the slums 
of the great cities on the Baltic Sea and 
in Russia until the displeasure of the King 
forced the Prince to retire from the work, 
Beginning next week, Mr. Tjader probably 
will hold a series of meetings at the Chi- 
cago Avenue Church, speaking to the 
Swedes and Germans of the city in their 
native languages. Mr. Moody is going to 
Detroit. He and Mr. Tjader came to Chi- 
cago from Salt Lake City, where last week 
they held evangelistic services in the Mor- 
mon stronghold. 

The young Norseman presented a_ strik- 
ing figure as he stood beside Mrs. Moody 
in her husband's office. Broad-shouldered 
and over six feet tall, with the splendid 
physique of his viking ancestors, he ap- 
peared jike a giant in comparison with 
some of the stooped and enaemic-looking

He was retained all through the fair. 
there being constant need for his services 
in renewing and fresnening the frail stucco 
work. 

At the close of the fair so great was the 
recognition of his skill he was one of two or 
three artists engaged out of 2 to rema.n 
and work on the Field Museum bullding. 

It is due to his selection for this important 
work that he is now in the East St. Louis

His friends had an operation performed 
by an eminent surgeon. It appeared to have 
been succeseful. For a few months he was 
all right. Then he became insane again. 
His condition came to be regarded as hope- | 
less. He was sent to the asyium at Kan- 
kakee. In time he seemed to have recov- 
ered and he was set free 

In July, 1897, he was picked up at Sparlan, 
Marehall County, Lll., without hat, coat 
Or vest, just ase he was in East St. Louls 
three weeks ago, and sent to the pour | 
arm of Marshal) County. He recovereu 

is reason in a short while and made him- 
self useful by beautifying the apartmenis 
under the direction of Superintendent Divil- 
bliss. 

Finally his case was taken

He is an ad- 
miral :n the royal navy and a statesman 
of no mean powers, but he its greatly inter- 
ested in the condition of those who live in 
the darkness of the slums of Europe, as he 
is also in general religious work. He is 
yresident of the Swedish Y. M. C. A. and 
is a leader of men. Several years ago he 
attended one of my meetings and afterward 
I became acquainted w.th him and asso- 
clated in his reliigious work. We met 
through all the States on the Baltic in 
Fiussia and I believe we did grea: gvod. 
As 1 speak a number of languages, having 
been once a teacher in Stockholm. we were 
enabled to reach men and women of ail na- 
tlonalities. But the King was displeased 
at hs son's course and after many objec- 


| tions Prince Uecur practically gave up his

He came to Amer- 
ica after Prince Oscar was compelled to 
abandon 5, relig.oUs ministrations, and 
has since en accompanying Mr. Moody 
on the latter’s tour throughout the West. 
He preceded Mr. Moody to Salt Lake City 
and held three meetings there before Mr. 
Moody's arrival. 

The gray-bearded and genial Mr. Moaiy 
looks not a day older than he did durin 
his jast visit to Chicago. He is accompan!i 
by Mrs. Moody, and both spent the fore- 
noon at the Bible Institute, of which he is 
President. 

“There isn't much to say about myself, ’ 
said Mr. Moody, as he looked over the 
stacks of letters on his desk. “I have been 
out through Arizona, New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia an Utah the last six or seven 
months and have had great success. Last 
Sunday I preached in the Mormon Taber- 
nacle to an audience of 7500, half of whom 
were Mormons. I find that there has been 
a great religious improvement in California 
and Utah in the last 10 years.”

WHAT IT MEANS TO THIS CITY. 


Organization That Should Be Formed 
at Once—The Great Benefits to 
St. Louis People. 


J. K. Gwynn, who was the Executive 
Commissioner for the State of Missouri 
at the Chicago World’s Fair in 1893, says 
of the coming World's Fair in St. Louis: 

“St. Louis has shouldered a great respon- 
sibility and undertaken a mighty work. No 
one who knows the material composing the 
sinews of her population doubts for a mo- 


ment that she is equal to the one, and will 
triumphantly accomplish the other. 

“If not aiready accomplished, the first 
thing of prime importance to do is to unify 
the people of St. Louls in active enthusi- 
asm for, and support of, the fair. This ac- 
complished, and their united energies 
aroused and given harmonious and uniform 
direction by wise leadership, no fear of 
failure or humiliation need for a moment 
be entertained. “But I want to admonish 
the people of St. Louis that raising the 
necessary money is only one of the vitally 
essential factors to creditable success. It 
is of equal importance that the best busi- 
ness ability of the city be eniisted in har- 
monious and untiring endeavor, in p.anning 
for the wise expenditure and supervising 
the am Sg disbursement of this money. 
In short, the best administrative minds of 
St. Louls must,’in a large degree, sacrifice 
personal interests to the public good and 
the glory of achievement while this great 
work is in hand. . 

“It passes belief how much chaff must 
be sifted in an enterprise of this character 
to get a few. grains of wheat. By this 
I mean that tnnumerabie crude, ill-consid- 
ered and ridiculous suggestions for ‘exhib- 
its,’ ‘features’ and ‘attractions’ are made 
in all seriousness to the heads of depart- 
ments. It is surprising how large a per- 
centage of those who have suggestions to 
offer secm to regard a great world’s fair 
as essentially an aggregation of curios, ab- 
normalities and monstrosities. They ut- 
terly forget that the fundamental idea is 
to present in classified form the products 
of the soil, mine, forest and sea, and the 
product of man’s skill and handicraft in 
simplest and most attractive form, and at 
the same time, surrounded with an en- 
vironment that appeals, through the 
senses, to all that is noblest and best in 
man’s nature. 

“The first great department to get into 
working order will, of course, be that of 
Publicity and Promotion. Upon the effi- 
cient discharge of the duties of this de- 
partment the success of the fair must pri- 
marily depend. The latent enthusiasm and 
indefinite purpose on the part of the States 
and cities of the Louisiana Purchase ‘to 
do something,’ must be fanned, through 
this department, into a consuming flame of 
positive and intelligent activity in ‘getting 
ready.’ Then, too, through this department 
the nations of the earth must be brought 
to a realizing sense that considerations of 
self-interest and national] pride alike de- 
mand that they be fittingly represented at 
this great event. 

“In this connection it may not be im- 
proper to remark that considerations of fit- 
ness alone should be taken into the ac- 
count in making up the personnel of the 
management of the departments. Politicai, 
financial and social ‘puils’ should be de- 
terminedly resisted in a matter sv vitally 
affecting the character of the enterprise.

CHICAGO, Ill, April 8&—Two of the 
world’s most famous evangelists are in Chi- 
cago at the Moody Bible Institue, resting 
from their labors in the States of the far 
West.

He and Mr. Tjader came to Chi- 
cago from Salt Lake City, where last week 
they held evangelietic services in the Mor- 
mon stronghold. 

The young Norseman presented a_strik- 
ing figure as he stood beside Mrs. Moody 
in her husband's office. Broad-shouldered 
and over six feet tall, with the splendid 
physique of his viking ancestors, he ap- 
peared jike a giant in comparison with

He speuas of his friend- 
ship and intimacy with the royal house of 
Sweden in an unassuming way, but with- 
out attempting to conceal his admiration 
for Prince Oscar, both as the son of a 
King and as a man who would sacrifice 
the comforts of a palace to improve the 
conditions of the benighted in his own 
country and in the State of other Princes. 

Mr. Tjader is tall and erect, with light 
hair and mustache and blue eyes. A well- 
tailored suit of blue serge which fits his 
gigantic figure perfectly shows that he may 
not be entirely ignorant or disdainful of hie 
phe sical pulchritide. 

“You must not refer to Prince Oscar as 
an evangelist,’’ said Mr. Tjader, ‘for thar 
does not precisely express it. He is an ad- 
miral :n the royal navy and a statesman 
of no mean powers, but he is greatly inter- 
ested in the condition of those who live in 
the darkness of the slums of Eurvope, as he 
is also in general religious work. He is 
yresident of the Swedish Y. M. C. A. and 
i's a leader of men. Several years ago he 
attended one of my meetings and afterward 
I became acquainted w.th him and asso- 
ciated in his religious work. We met 
through all the States on the Baltic in 
Fiusesia and I believe we did grea: gvod. 
As 1 speak a number of languages, having 
been’once a teacher in Stockholm, we were 
enabled to reach men and women of ail na- 
tilonalities. But the King was displeased 
at hs son's course and after many objec- 
tions Prince CUacur practically gave up his 
work. His father forced him to stop. He 
still longs to preach, however, and the roy: 
sire can er destroy his enthusiasm 


nobility and tor the ambassadors at the 
Swedish court, who may, after all, need the 
Prince’s ministrat.ons as much as some of 
their less fortunate brethren. 

*] was with the Prince until about six 
months ago. We spent many weeks together 
at his magnificent home in Gotland, one of 
the Swedish Isles in the Baitic. The Prin- 
cess Bernardotte is also interested in tne 
work, and holds mecet.ngs for women of the 
lower classes. The Prince is about 39 years 
old. is the second son of King Oscar and is 
a man in every sense of the word. His fath- 
er believed it to be out of place for one of 
the blood-royal to engage in reiigious work 
of that kina, and it was for political rea- 
sons that he insisied on the Pr.nce’s aban- 
doning the puipit. 


Mr. Tjader was born in Stockholm about 
30 years ago and was once pastor of an in- 
dependent church there. He came to Amer- 
ica after Prince Oscar was compelled to 
abandon s relig.oUs ministrations, and 
has since en accompanying Mr. Moody 
on the latter's tour throughout the West. 
He preceded Mr. Moody to Salt Lake City 
and held three meetings there before Mr. 
Moody's arrival. 

The gray-bearded and genial Mr. Moaiy 
looks not a day older than he did durin 
his last visit to Chicago. He is accompan!i 
by Mrs. Moody, and both spent the fore- 
noon at the Bible Institute, of which he is 
President. 

“There isn’t much to say about myself, ’ 
said Mr. Moody, as he looked over the 
stacks of letters on his desk. “I have been 
out through Arizona, New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia an Utah the last six or seven 
months and have hed great success. Last 
Sunday I preached in the Mormon Taber- 
nacle to an audience of 7500, half of whom 
were Mormons. I find that there has been 
a great religious improvement in California 
and Utah in the last 10 years.” 

Then Mr. Moody picked up a thick book 
with a blue binding and opened it, ghow- 
ing a list of 16,500 names signed to a peti- 
tion asking him to visit Australasia and 
New Zealand. 

“T read in a magazine the other day that

ST. LOUIS’ BENEFITS. 


ON 


WHAT IT MEANS TO THIS CITY. 


Organization That Should Be Formed 
at Once—The Great Benefits to 
St. Louis People. 


J. K. Gwynn, who was the Executive 
Commissioner for the State of Missouri 
at the Chicago World's Fair in 1893, says 
of the coming World's Fair in St. Louis: 

“St. Louls has shouldered a great respon- 
sibility and undertaken a mighty work. No 
one who knows the material composing the 
sinews of her population doubts for a mo- 


ment that she is equal to the one, and will 
ear accomplish the other. 

“If not already accomplished, the first 
thing of prime importance to do is to unify 
the people of St. Louls in active enthusi- 
asm for, and support of, the fair. This ac- 
complished, and their united energies 
aroused and given harmonious and uniform 
direction by wise leadership, no fear of 
failure or humiliation need for a moment 
be entertained. But I want to admonish 
the people of St. Louis that raising the 
necessary money is only one of the vitally 
essential factors to creditable success, It 
is of equal importance that the best busi- 
ness ability of the city be eniisted in har- 
monious and untiring endeavor, in p.anning 
for the wise expenditure and supervising 
the ater gg cs disbursement of this money. 
In short, the best administrative minds of 
St. Louls must, in a large degree, sacrifice 
personal interests to the public good and 
the glory of achievement while this great 
work is in hand. . 

“It passes belief how much chaff must 
be sifted in an enterprise of this character 
to get a few grains of wheat. By this 
I mean that innumerabie crude, ill-consid- 
ered and ridiculous suggestions for ‘exhib- 
its,’ ‘features’ and ‘attractions’ are made 
in all seriousness to the heads of depart- 
ments. It is surprising how large a per- 
centage of those who have suggestions to 
offer seem to regard a great world’s fair 
as essentially an aggregation of curios, ab- 
normalities and monstrosities. They ut- 
terly forget that the fundamental idea is 
to present in classified form the products 
of the soil, mine, forest and sea, and the 
product of man’s skill and hendicraft in 
simplest and most attractive form, and at 
the same time, surrounded with an en- 
vironment that appeals, through the 
senses, to all that is noblest and best in 
man’s nature. 

‘The first great department to get into 
working order will, of course, be that of 
Publicity and Promotion. Upon the effi- 
cient discharge of the duties of this de- 
partment the success of the fair must pri- 
marily depend. The latent enthusiasm and 
indefinite purpose on the part of the States 
and cities of the Louisiana Purchase ‘to 
do something.’ must be fanned, through 
this department, into a consuming flame of 
positive and intelligent activity in ‘getting 
ready.’ Then, too, through this department 
the nations of the earth must be brought 
to a realizing sense that considerations of 
self-interest and national] pride alike de- 
mand that they be fittingly represented at 
this great event. 

“In this connection it may not be im- 
proper to remark that considerations of fit- 
ness alone should be taken into the ac- 
count in making up the personnel of the 
management of the departments. Politicai, 
financial and social ‘puils’ should be de- 
terminedly resisted in a matter sv vitally 
affecting the character of the enterprise. 
A man eheuld be given a position only ai? 
account of his peculiar fitness to dischargs 
the duties of that position. 

“As to the effects of this Fair upon the 
City of St. Louls, I fail to see how they 
can be otherwise than beneficial. Not only 
will, practically, all] the money raised i.¢ 
St. Louls be paid back to the citizens of 
that city, but millions of dollars additiona‘’ 
will be poured into her coffers, even prio, 
to the opening of the gates of the air. 
A vast army of workingmen will be em- 
loyed for two or three years in prepar- 
ng the buildings and grounds before 
opening of the Fair. 
ly spend the major portion of their earn-

general expenses. But, in addition to the 
vast expenditures incurred by the World's 
Fair Co. proper, it must be remembered 
that the States. cities, corporations and in- 
dividuals making exhibits at the Fair must 
spend large sums of money in buiidings, 
fixtures and preliminary preparttions. 

“The hotels, boarding houses, street cars, 
provisioners and shop keepers would reap 
a harvest for a year or two prior to the 
formal vpening of the Fair. 

“Again, every mechanical industry in the 
city would be overrun with work ifn push- 
ing forward the acres of buildings and their 
appurtenances to completion. Thousands 
of extra skilled workingmen would have 
to be added to the normal forces of all 
these induetria! establishments. 

“Speaking of workingmen, I want to di- 
gress at this point to say that one of the 
most inepiring sights that I behe!d in con- 
nection with the World's Fair at Chicago, 
was to stand in an elevaied position during 
early morning hours and see 8,000 working- 
men going to their several tasks during tne 
days immediateiy preceding the opening of 
the Fair. The sizht, coupled with the 
thought that they represenied every social 
condition, every phase of intelligence and 
every degree of skill and dexterity of ev- 
ery nation on earth, was thrilling in the 
extreme.”’

Both William and the old lady claim the 
policy had not lapsed because there was an 
agreement with the agent by which he was 
to prevent its lapsing when the premium 
was not paid for several weeks; but to 
avoid the possibility of a dispute, /the old 
woman wanted the money paid. This is 
their explanation of their aitempt to pay 
the premium after the insured was dead. 

William went to the St. Louis Corset Co. 
to get the money for the premium. but 
found it was not convenient to let him have 
it so early in the day. He went away, afier 
telling Mr. Edwards to let his wife have 
the money when she came for it later-in the 
day. Mr. Edwards asked William why he 
had not notified the police of the tragedy, 
and William replied that he had instructed 
his mother to do that. 

He returned home, and about 10 o’clock 
told his wife to go for the money and to 
pay for the insurance.

At the office of 
the insurance company this was denied. 

The man whom old Mrs. Sullivan had 
asked to report the matter to the police 
told Officer Timke, who, after reporting to 
the station, went with Officer Lynch 
the house of death. They met old Mrs. 
Sullivan there and took her into custody, 
and William, the child, Fitzpatrick and 
Mre. McQuade were also taken to the sta- 
tion house, where they were locked up. A

Detectives McGrath and O’Brien hurried 
to the house from the Central office. 3ut 
detectives and policemen are still without a 
plausible explanation of the tragedy. 

From the house were taken the tea pot, 
containing some of the tea, a small bottle 
nearly filled with a muddy liquid at the 
bottom of which had settled a black sedi- 
ment, a piece of bread, a glass, whose bot- 
tom was covered with a white powder, a 
preserve jar, containing a muddy fluid, and 
a china bottle; containing a liquid of a 
character unknown. These things were 
turned over to the Coroner. 

Yesterday afternoon the bodies were 
opened an dthe viscere removed from each, 
sealed in jars and sent to City Chemist 
Teichmann for analysis. 

Dr. Nietert, Superintendent of the City 
Hospital, suspected that Edward Sullivan 
had been asphyxiated before he learned all 
the circumstances preceding his going to 
sleep Thursday night. In the absence of 
what the doctors call a “history’’ of the 
case, however, he was not positive that 
his theory was correct. When a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night repeated the 
circumstances, as related by old Mrs. Sul- 
livan, and particularly that part relating to 
being left in the pipeless stove 
when the family went to eleep, the doctor 
became positive that he was right. 

“I suspected asphyxiation as soon as I 
examined the Gase,” he gaid, “but I had 
no history to work upan, and until you 
related these circumstances to me I could 
not be positive. Now I am sure that the 
damage was caused by coal gas generated 
by the slow, smoldering fire in the cook- 
Stove. Sullivan has all the symptoms, a 
slow, weak pulse, an Irritation in 
throat which he attempts to relieve by fre- 
quent cougting, terrible weakness and sore- 
ness, and a flushed skin. I have found that 
in cases of asphyxiation the blood becomes 
thin and red, and that accounts for the 
flush of his face. The symptoms he and 
the old lady and the little boy dispiayed 
immediately after they were aroused, 
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tion. It is probable that early in the night 
Kdward, in delirium, fell against the hot 
stove, receiving the burns we found on his 
arm and legs. I am sure, when the bodies 
are examined, it will be found that the 
people died from asphyxiation. 
may possibly have been sewer gas, but I 
am more inclined to believe it was coal 
gas generated from the stove. There is no 
evidence of poisoning.”

EX-STREET COMMISSIONER PASS. 
ED PEACEFULLY AWAY. 


HE WAS A BRAVE SOLDIER. 


His Long and Honorable Career in St, 
Louis a Monument to His Perse- 
verance and Keen Intelligence. 


After a long life and an honorable career, 
Gen. John Wesley Turner passed peacefully 
away yesterday morning at 8 o’clock, at his 
late residence, 717 North Garrison avenue, 
aged 65 years. 

Death was the result of an attack of 
double pneumonia, complicated with a se- 
vere case of Bright’s disease. Owing to 
the soldier's age he was unable to suc- 
cessfully resist the ravages of the illness 
and the end came shortly after he took to 
his bed. The entire family, with the ex- 
ception of his third son, Soulard, sur- 
rounded his deathbed to receive his last 
blessings and were with him to the end. 

In the death of Gen. Turner, St. Louis 
loses one of her most distinguished citi- 
zens, @ man ‘who shed luster upon the 
name and fame of the city of ‘his choice, 
To a splendid career as a soldier, he added 
an equally splendid career as a business 
man. He was successful in all his under- 
takings, for he possessed indomitable 
pluck and perseverance and to the last re- 
tained his wonderful command over men, 
He was a ‘born leader, and had ihe ex- 
tended the field of his activities to politics, 
his other records justify the assertion that 
he would have been successful in that. 
Gen. Turner, while not a self-educated 
man, was really a self-made man, since all 
he had was the result of his own exertions, 
He was the son of John B. and Martha 
Voluntine Turner and was born in 1833 in 
the little village of Maltaville, Saratoga 
County, New York. There he passed his 
boyhood days; his arents removing in 
1843 to Chicago, then hardly more than an 
insignificant frontier town. ; 

Gen. Turner’s father was a railroad con- 
structor and, ag such, achieved the dis- 
tinction of being the one to build the first 


road connecting the Mississippi River with 
the great East. It was called the Galena

& Chicago Railroad, and with other West- 
ern lines is a monument to the elder Tur- 
ner’s skill. 

The General was proud of the good work 
hie father had accomplished and was wont 
to frequently refer to the old gentleman. 

Young John attended the public schools 
of the little city until 1851 when, through 
the kindness of Hon. J. W. Wentworth, 
familiarly known as “‘Long John,” he was 
appointed to the Military Academy at West 
Point. Upon his graduation tn 1855 he was 
assigned to frontier duty in the extreme 
Northwest, Fort Dalles, Oregon, being his 
first post. Here he stayed for a brief in- 
yl and wae transferred to Florida in 
time to participate in the Seminole war.

MRS. ELMA WIPPERN FLED FROM 
THE COURTROOM. 


The hearing of evidence in the divorce 
suit of Charles T. Wippern against Elma 
Wippern, in Judge Spencer’s court yes- 
terday afternoon was attended by a dra- 
matic incident.

Edict of Korea’s Emperor 
Reaches Washington. 


ORIENTAL GARBS DISCARDED. 


MADAM YE IS NOW WITHOUT A 
WARDROBE. 


The Imperial Decree Directs All Mem- 
bers of the Legation in America 
to Wear Garments Cut After , 
European Fashions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—One of the most 
picturesque figures in the diplomatic world 
of Washington has passed away since the 
imperial edict of His Korean Majesty has 
arrived. It orders members of the legation 
© appear hereafter clad in garments cut 
after Leuropean fashions. 

Minister Ye, with his dainty little wife 
and sons, have for the last two years been a 
perennial source of joy when they appeared 
in their Oriental garbs, crowned by the 
most remarkable head dress ever seen in 
the Washington streets. 

To the unmistakable sorrow of Washing- 
ton’s official and social circles Mr. Ye ap- 
peaced at the Army and Navy tea garbed 
like the regulation citizen out for an after- 
noon call. Madam Ye, it is explained, has 
not reconstructed her wardrobe, an 60, 
fur the present, she cannot accept social in- 
vitations. The sons of the minister accom- 
panied their father, dressed in sallor sults, 
with “Dewey’’ marked in gold letters on 
their dapper-looking caps, 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent saw Mr. 
Ye at the Korean Legation to-day. ‘“Yes,’’ 
ne said, “it is true that all my household 
will hereafter wear only the clothes re- 
quired by custom in this country and in 
Europe. We do this by imperial decree, our 
emperor himself having adopted this inno- 
vation some weeks ago. he officials of 
the court, the members of the diplomatic 
corps and all our civil and military officers 
are required to wear the new garb. No 
compulsion, however, will be used to cause 
the masses of the people to adopt the 
change. But no one doubts that the fashion 
set by the court will be universally fa- 
vored., 

“T have worn these garments only since 
yesterday forenoon,’’ the minister ex- 
plained, smoothing his snug-fitting black 
trousers very tenderly, ‘““‘but I must say 
that I like them already. Of course, if I 
do not find them quite so comfortable 
for summer as the loose robes I have worn 
formerly, I may, perhaps, not be so en- 
thuetastic. Like everything American I am 
pleased with these, and I know we all are 
pleased with the change.”’ 

Among the Oriental diplomats, Minister 
Ye's transformation has caused no end of 
comment. The Japanese diplomats having 
some years done likewise, have nothing but 
praise to say of the change. But that up- 
to-date and progressive statesman, the Chi- 
nese Minister, looked askance. 

“Tl hardly knew my friend,”’ he said, 
“when I saw him. Well, of course, one 
must.obey one’s Hmperor, but I hope that 
we will get no such orders, I admire almost 
everything I have seen in this country, and 
{ have myself advised the adoption of many 
things, but never did I admire the way your 
eopie, men or women, dress. I do not be- 
lieve I couki be happy in such clothes. 
They are neither comfortable nor graceful. 
This may be modern progression and aed- 
vancement, but my fellowmen do not relish 
this kind of progression. I am sure that 
China will not emulate the example of our 
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Prot. L. A. Harraden.

GOVERNMENT’S COURSE SOON TO 
BE DETERMINED. 


SUPREME COURT WILL RULE. 


The Addyston Pipe Company Before 
the Highest Tribunal Charged With 
Violating the Sherman Law. 


WAGHINGTON, April 8.—While no spe- 
cific date thas been fixed as yet, it Is 
thought the Addyston Pipe Co. case, the 
decision in which will have so material 
a bearing on the Government's future 
prosecution of trusts, will be argued in the 
Supreme Court of the United States be- 
fore April 15. Conflicting decisions have 
been made in the courts below, the Cir- 
cult Court holding that the Addyston cor- 
poration was not an infringement of the 


anti-trust law, and the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, Judge Taft render- 
ing the opinion, reversing that decision 
and ordering a dissolution of the trust, 

It is maintained by the prosecution that 
the Addyston company, which manutac- 
tures more than one-half of all the cast 
iron pipe made in the United States, comes 
clearly within the scope of the Sherman 
law, because its product is sold in sev- 
eral States and thus becomes inierstatle 
commerce. 

Hitherto the Supreme Court has upheld 
the provisions of the Sherman anti-trust 
law whenever an issue could'be distinctly 
presented. All of the essential questions 

ed in the Sherman law have not 
appeared im any one case before, and the 
Addyston case is regarded as the first fair 
test of the extent of the Government's 
jurisdiction. 

The most important contention of (tne 
prosecution is that, unlike many of the 
other trusts, it is not an absorption of sev- 
eral smaller concerns for the purpose of 
forming one large corporation in which pro- 
duction is centralized. The Addyston com- 
any, it is held, is clearly an association of 
nd. vidual producers for the purpose of con- 
trolling the market and limiting production, 
In support of this it is cited that the Addy- 
ston company divides the cotmitry into blocks 
of territory and apportions among them tne 
sale of p.pe by the various constituent 
concerns. 

All of the elements belonging to the Ad- 
dyston case are to be found in no single 
case which has been befcre the Supreme 
Court since the Sherman law was passed. 
Contrary to popular supposition, the Sugar 
Trust case, or the “Knight case,’’ as it is 
called, was in no sense a fair test of the 
application of the law. This was the ‘rst 
case brought under the Sherman act. 
Whether the suit against the trust was 
brought by agreement or not does not mat- 
ter for the purposes of this review. It is 
a fagt that it was brought 
for when the suit was .nstituted the small 
refinery had just been admitted to the 
‘Sugar Refining Trust, and it was found 
impossible for the prosecution to show that 
any of the product of the small refinery 
had entered into interstate commerce—that 
is. it could not be shown that any of the 

roduct had been sold outside the State of 
2ennsylvania, the refinery in question be- 
ing located in Philadelphia. In cons: quence, 
the court was obi.ged to hold that the trust 
did not interfere with interstate commerce, 
and in that sense was not in violation of the 

Sherman anti-trust law. _ 

The second case Of dmportance brought 
under the Sherman law was that of the 
Trans-Missouri Freight Association. The 
eause was tried in the United States Cir- 
euit Court of Nebraska, by which it was 
held that the Freight Association was nota 
combination in restraint of trade. But it em- 
bodied features of the interstate commerce 
law, and when a test was made in the 
United States Supreme Court that tribunal 
overturned the decision of the Cireult Court 
in Nebraske, and the Freight Association 
was compelled to dissolve. Practically the 
same questions were involved in the case 
of the Joint Traffic Association, save this 
combination was operative east of the Mis. 
siesippi River. In the Kansas City Stock 
Yards case the law could not be stre:ched 
to apply, because it was shown the stock 
yards was practically the same as a board 
of trade, a chamber of commerce or a 
stock exchange. 

it will be seen that where an issue under 
the Sherman law has been fairly presented 
the Supreme Court has upheld its pro- 
visions. 

In the Addyeton case all the material fea- 
tures of the Sherman law will be clearly 
outlined, and for the first time the Supreme 
Court will have a chance to define dis- 
tinctly the jurisdiction of the Government 
and the authority the anti-trust law 
confers dpon the department to bring pros- 
ecutions against trusts. 

In this case the prosecution has asked 
that all pipe manufactured by the con- 
etituent members of the trust and soid 
and transported from one State to another 
be forfelted to the United States and be 
seized and consfiecated In the manner pro- 
vided by law, and that a decree be entered 
dissolving the trust as unlawful and per- 
pe‘tually enjoining it from operation. It ts 
this petition that Was sustained by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeais for 
the Six District, Judge Taft presiding. 
If the United States Supreme Court up- 
holds this action the way will be opened for 
the prosecution of large numbers of other 
industrial trusts. 

It must be borne in mind that, as Attor- 
ney-General Griggs has explained, the gen- 
eral Government has no juriediction over 
truets doing buasitess wholly within the 
State, or in other words, are not amenable 
to the interstate commerce laws. In such 
cases the remedy lies in the judicial ma-

SAYS THE MARKETS YIELDED 
HIM $1,000,000. 


WOMAN SUES FOR HER SHARE. 


Alleges That She Advanced Him 
$2550 to Invest for Her in New 
York Stocks. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Alfred Monell 
Sayre of Washington, aged 22, has, ac- 
cording to his own statements, cleared up 
$1,000,000 in the last few months on the 
rising market. 

Young Sayre was a student at the Colum- 
bian Law School here, graduating in 1895. 

Nothing was known here of Mr. Sayre’s 
enormous accumulation of wealth and suc- 
cessful speculations on the stock market 
until a suit was filed by a client asking 
an accounting for money intrusted to his 
care for the purpose of speculation, Sayre 
received his education out of his mother’s 
salary earned as a clerk in one of the 
departments. A few months ago it was an- 
nounced that he had fallen heir to $20,000. 
His mother left her position and was in- 
stalled in fashionable apartments. Later 
Sayre moved to the fashionable Hotel 
Gordon and set up a well-appointed victoria, 
with coachman and footman. 

The suit for an accounting was filed 
in the Equity Court by Miss Maud T. 
Porter, a woman of some means, who 
lives at the Cairo fiats. Miss Porter is 
50 years old. In January, upon Sayre's 
representations that he had become skill- 
ful in the mpmipulation of the _ stock 
market, Miss Porter advanced him $50 to 
invest for her. A few days later she re- 
ceived ‘the cheering news that they had 
made some money, and she advanced htm 
$500 more to place for her. Sayre wrote 
her a note on February 3 in which he 
states that, “I was fortumate enough to 
clear about’ $60,000 to-day and was thus able 
to double your check for $80. You said 
the other evening. that you might decide 
to place more furds in my kands for your 
use. I feel courage enough now to say 
that if at any time you should so desire I 
would be willing to accept the trust.” 

Miss, Porter forwarded h'm $2000, which 
he acknowledged in a rece!tpt for $2500, 
overlooking the first $0 advanced, and for 
which Miss. Porjer has no accounting from 
him. 

On February 5 Sayre wrote to Miss Por- 
ter advising her to.convert all secugities 
into ready cash, as it was a good time to 
invest, and states: 

‘And I know vou will be 
that 1 was able to reac 
million dollar point.’’ 

March 11 Miss Porter received another 
letter from Sayre stating thmt her invest- 
ment had made $25,000, of which $5000 
was another person's. Miss Porter then 
decided that she would like to withdraw 
her original investment and let the margin 
of profit play in the market, and advised 
Sayre to that effect, but thus far has been 
unable to get any money from h'm. Hence 
the suit. 

Sayre admits the allegations. He says 
he operates on the New York market 
through friends.

In October, 1897, He Retired From the 
Supreme Bench After a Service 
of Greater Length Than That 
of Any Other Justice. 


WASHINGTON, April 8&—Former 5Su- 
preme Court Justice Stephen J. Field is at 
the point of death at his Lanier place 
home. He can scarcely last until morn- 
ing. ' 

Justice Field has been in falling health 
since his retirement from the Supreme 
Court two years ago. He has been crit- 
ically ill several times, but his wonderful 
vitality has always carried him safely 
through. He felt so well on March 2% that 
he decided to take a carriage ride and in- 
sisted on having both windows of the vehi- 
cle lowered. 

After a drive of an hour, he returned to 
his residence thoroughly chilled. He went 
to bed, but his indisposition was not con- 
sidered serious enough to warrant the ad- 
vice of a physician. Later Dr. Curtis was 
called in and found that Mr. Field, aside 
from a severe cold, was suffering from a 


serious disorder of the kidneys. From that 
time on he has grown worse. He began tu 
sink early this morning and at 10 o'clock 
became unconscious. He regained con- 
sciousness for a few moments about 10 
o'clock and recognized Dr. Mott, who was 
by the bedside. After that he sank once 
more into unconsciousness, and at mid- 
night was barely alive. He is 83 years oid. 


When Justice Field retired from the Su- 
reme Court bench in 1897 he wrote the fol- 
owing: 

My judicial career covers many years of 
service. Having been elected a member of 
the Supreme Court of California, I assumed 
that office Oct. 13, 1857, holding it for five 
years, seven months and five days, the lat- 
ter part of the time being Chief Justice, 

On the 10th of March, 1368, I was commis- 
sioned by President Lincoin a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United tSates, 
taking the oath of office on the 2th day of 
the following May. 

My riod of service on this bench has 
exceeded that of any of my predecessors, 
while my entire judicial life has em- 
braced more than forty years. I may be 
pardoned for saying that during all this 
period, long in comparison with the brevity 
of human life, though in the retrospect it 
has gone with the swiftness of a tale that 
is told, I have not shunned to declare in 
every case coming before me for decision 
the conclusions which my deliberate con- 
victions compelled me to arrive at, by the 
conscientious exercise of such ability and 
requirements as I possess 


STEPHEN J. FIELD, 


Justice Field leaves behind him a rec- 
ord of service lgnger than that of any 
other man who ever sat on 
bench. John Marshall thas held the record 
hitherto, with his % years of continuous 
service, Dut Field, who was appointed by 
Lincoln in 1864, will hold it from now on. 
It will be many a day before another jus- 
tice comes forward to rival this record. 
Justice Harlan did not take his place on 
the bench till 1877, and he ranks next to 
Field in point of service. Harlan was born 
in 1833, and so may have many years of

DOES HE TALK TOO MUCH? 


Reported Interviews With Ambassa- 
dor White Causing Comment. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April §.—Ambassador 
White is causing much apprebension in the 
Department of State because of the freedom 
with which he is discussing the Samoan 
question. Officials here are inclined to the 
belief that he is talking too much, and that 
if he is not careful he will cause this Gov- 
ernment much embarrassment. They say 
however, that Mr. White may not have 
said all that has beeen atiributed to him. A 
dispatch from Berlin says that Mr. White 
denies the statements :mputed to him. He 
Was quoted as saying in a recent jnter- 
view: 

“I am totally unable to understand the 
reasons which guided England to take an 
unfavorable view of the action of Ger- 
many or of German officials in Samoa. The 
American people will not al.ow thar views 
to be influenced by the exactions of the 
p British jingoes, as America desires to live 
, at peace and cokcord with Germany. The 
papers which have argued otherwise do not 

represent American opinion. My jdeal is 
the fraternizat.on of England, America and 
Germany, but I can not conceal from my- 
Self that there are influences in England 
hostile to the fulfillment of that hope. I 
believe, however, that Germany, whose 
solidarity in her cwno sphere is established 
as firmly as is possible, can overcome the 
difficulties of the present situation by a 
conciliatory attitude.’’ 

Secretary Hay has been not'fied by the 
British Embassy cf the selection of Mr. 
C. N. E. Elliott, C. B., as the British mem- 
ber of the Joint High Commission to set- 
tle the troubles in Samoa. Mr. Elliott has 
been connected with the embassy here for a 
. brief period and has made many friends, 
He came here from Constantinople and is 
regarded as remakably well fitted to deal 
with the quest.ons arising in Samoa, 

Dr. Von Holleben, the German Ambassa- 
dor, called at the Department of State late 
to-day, but denied that he had calledg*to 
protest against the acts of Admiral Kautz 
as illegal. His visit was in regard to 
negotiation, but aid not in any ma 
relate to the, filing of a protest. Officihis 
of the Department of State also deny 
report from Eerlin that a protest 
filed. Ambassador Von Holleben sald 
n.ght that if Germany has made a protest 
he is not aware of the fact. 

It is said Admiral Kautz, in continuing 
bombard the Samoan villages, has not co 
plicated. matters, hut may fcrce an eafly 
settlement of the trouble. 


SPLENDID GIFT FROM FRANCE. 


Ambassador Cambon Presents Sevres 
Vases to the American People. 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—A notable cere- 
mony occurred at the biue room of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion at 11 o'clock to-day when 


the French Ambassador, M. Cambon, pie- 
sented to the Government and the Amefi- 
can people, as represented through Pre¢i- 
dent McKinley, two magnificent Sevres 
vases from the French National Pottery 
at Sevres. The gift was from the late Pres- 
ident of the French Republic, Felix Fauge, 
and commemorated the opening of the ndw 
French-American cable, Aug. 17 last. when 
President McKinley and President Fat 
exchanged the first message over the ndw 
line, between the White House and Pala 
of the Elysee. The vases and pedest 
stand six or eight feet high, and are of}: 
deep blue, characteristic of the fin 
Sevres ware, as well as in happy accord 
with the prevailing colors of the blue room. 

The presentation was made the occasion 
for a happy exchange of international 
greetings, M. Cambon making an address 
ami the President responding. 

The vases will now remain a permanent 
possession of the White House as a gift 
to the American Government and people.

He explained at some length that he was 
the sole owner of the Powell process for 
reserving fresh meats without the use of 
ce, that the formula was a secret, and that 

t was not patented because so eminently 
simple. 

He .declared emphatically that neither 
boracic or salicylic acid was used in the 
process, nor, he added, “Is there any injec- 
tion or immersion in chemicais. The pro- 
cess is supplied by fumigation.” 

ere would no smell except that of 
sulphur for a half hour or so after the appli- 
cation. Nor wouldany taste be noticeable. 
Mr. Powell gave the particulars of his 
treatment of a car of Armour’s beef which 
was sent to Tampa in the spring of 1898. 
When he heard that the contract was to 
be given by the Government he had reached 
the conclusion that the Government ought 
to have the use of the process, and he had 
written to the President, to Gen. Mi.es and 
to Gen. Eagan asking when he should apply 
to have the process used. 

Gen. Eagan had replied, saying the de- 
partment was not engaged in purchasing 
any process, but that it could only deal 
with those who would supply the meat and 
Suarantee that it should keep. 

He said the process was applied to a car 
of six carcasses of beef at Chicago owned 
by Armour & Co, He had made the ar- 
rangement with Mr. Connors, ‘the superin- 
tendent of Armour & Co., agreeing that 
they should have the preference jin the 
auuse of the process for the use of the Gov- 
ernment. hese carcasses were taken to 
ae the latter part of May last, and 

ol, Weston secured four of the carcasses, 
exposing them in the sun for about 8 
hours. It was after this exposure that 
Ool. Weston of the Commissary Depart- 
ment made his report, which was com- 
mendatory. 

He said later that not to his knowledge 
had Armour & Co, used the process during 
the war; nor had it ever been used by any 
one except himself. There were, however, 
other beef preservative processes in the 
market. 

‘Does you process resemble the embalm- 
ing process at all?” asked Major Lee. 

“Not in the least,’”’ replied Mr. Powell. 
“But I see no reason why it could not be 
so used—why human bodies could not be 
preserved by its use. However, there Is 
no resemblance to the embalming procéss.”’ 

The witness said that refrigerator meat, 
which had not been kept cool enough, would 
look slimy and be dark of grain. He con- 
sidered it impossible to keep fresh meat 
for 72 hours after leaving a refrigerator 
without a preservative process and he ways 
of the opinion that any agreement to keep 
it so long In the climate of Cuba after tak- 
ing it out of the refrigerator must involve 
some preservative process. He thought if 
thoroughly frozen it would keep from 12 
to 20 hours and not longer.

“Paris is now provided with admirable 
regulations against fire. All building plans 
must be submitted and pa upon by a 


committee of city architects and engineers,. 


whose decisions are absolute and draconian. 
All electric and heating installations are 
regulated down to the minutest details. 
All buildings must have their floors laid 
upon bricks or tiles. Iron girders must 
be covered with cement or clay to prevent 
being twisted into corkscrews by flames. 
All ~aeteae apparatus, furnaces, etc., must 
have regulation spaces provided. All stair- 
cases and fire escapes must conform to 
prescribed rules for safety. These precau- 
tions and many others are embodied in the 
municipal decrees issued by the Prefect of 
Police | last September. Unfortunately the 
City Council could not then be persuaded

In Porto Rico the American soldiers 
greatly enjoyed smoking the rolleros of 
tained from the natives.

co, which the natives had a knack of deft] 
rolling into sleek-looking, cigar-like gha 4 
Say, fellows,” said a lank but wide- 
awake private one day, “I was out of a 
job when I enlisted and I was looking 
for a good thing. I didn’t exactly expect 
to strike it very rich at $13 a month, but 
just wait until the war’s over. These rolls 
are a find. Think of the smokers in the 
United States and think what a raft of 
these things a little money’ll buy. The to- 
bacco in ’em’s great—perfect substitute for 
the rich old Vuelta they used to raise in 
Cuba, and now only found in three-for-a- 
half and higher-priced cigars. I tell you 
this is the best find on the island. I'd 
rather own the crops of this tobacco than 
all the real estate in Ponce. I used to be 
in the “* business, boys, and I know how 
this kind of a smoke would sel! at home.” 

While some were judges and others not, 
Ht hele indorsed the lank man’s eulo- 
gies of the “rolls” and kept up an inces- 
Sant smoking while wondering how the $13 
&@ month would amass a sufficient financial 
power to control those tobacco crops. 

But the lank private was a genius of 
ways and means—doubtless one of the kind 
to whom opportunity had been shy. He 
had formerly been a bookkeeper in the 
office of a Cincinnat! cigar factory. Leave 
from a camp was obtained and a day’s 
time enabled him to trace the source of 
this particular tobacco to certain planta- 
tiong in the vicinity of Ponce. The tobacco 
of which the “rolls’’ were made was grown 
entirely on new-broken loam ground, Com- 
paratively little was grown, and the only 
exporter on the island had taken no ac- 
count of it, as Spanish and American ship- 
ments called for the crops of the older and 
known plantations. 

But it was noted that only the leaf grown 


] on new broken land was used in the rich 


flavored and sleek looking brown “rolls” 
SO popular among the natives. A few days 
more leave of absence enabled our lank 
| soldier friend to locate all the new broken 
farms of that season, to see the farmers 
and also to learn of all who were then 
clearing and preparing new land for plant- 
ing. Several. were interviewed and others 
written, with the result that contracts wer 

made which placed the absolute control o 

about all the new growth of tobacco in the 
tobacco growing districts of the island un- 
der control of the $13-a-month soldier cap- 
italist, wfth contracts for several years 
ahead. Al) this was accomplished at a to- 
tal cost of about half a month’s pay. After 
having everything pertaining to his big 
Porto Rican mercantile project drawn up in 
Systematic shape for presentation, coples of 
contracts and a voluffitnous roposition 
were forwarded his former employers, the 
Cigar factory of Cincinnati, U. 8.

The two plans 
so much talked of to prevent the dual 
artition of China seem practically to have 
een abandoned. One was the open door— 
the policy of making China's trade open 
to ali nations on equal terms. Russia and 
Germany will have none of this. Then 
there is Lord Charles Beresford’s scheme 
for maintaining the integrity of China. 
his is the grotesque plan of setting the 
Chinese Government on its feet by means 
of taking away from it the chief attributes 
of overnment. Lord Charles; that Is, 
would. have foreigners go in and take 
charge of the Chinese army and navy, levy 
duty on imports and collect internal taxes, 
and exercise the police power. A curious 
sort of spcependence and tIntegrity that 
would be.’ There is no likelihood that it 
will ever be seriously attempted. The drift 
geems rather towards an extension of the 
method of spollation by “lease.”” Englan 
and Russia and Germany and Italy wil 
keep the Chinese territory they have al- 
ready seized, and maintain the balance of 
vower by simultaneously seilzin more. 
hat will be eminently fair, and no one 
can reasonably complain, unless it possibly 


be the Chinese. But their feelings hardly 
count.

Why Interviews Please. 
I have often asked myself why it is that 
the interviewer will sometimes get so much 


more wisdom out of a man and so many 
more fresh and entertaining statements— 
in short, so much better literature—than the 
man can get out of himself, says John Bur- 
roughs in the Atlantic. Is it because one’s 
best and ripest thoughts rise to the sur- 
face, like the cream on the milk, and does 
the interviewer simply skim them off? 
(Maybe that in writing we often dip too 
deep, make too great an effort. Interviews 
are nearly always interesting—much more 
so than a formal, studied statement by’ the 
interviewer himself. 

Many a piece of sound, ‘excellent Mtera- 
ture has been got out of a man who had 
no skill with the pen at all. His spoken 
word is vital and real; rut a n in his 
hand and the fire is quenched at once. 
Hence, the charm of letters, of diaries, of 
the simple narratives and recitals of pio- 
neers, farmers, workers or persons who 
have no conscious literary equ‘pment. As 
Sainte-Beuye discovered, — peasant 
has style,’’ because he has reality. 

Who would not rather read a bit of real 
experience of a soldier in battle such as a 
clever interviewer could draw out of him 
than to read his general’s studied account 
of the same engagement? ‘“‘To elaborate is 
of no avail,” says our poet. ‘“‘Learned and 
unlearned feel that it is so.’" Only the great 
art'st can rival or surpass the sense of 
reality we often find in common speech.

proud position among the few in the sister- 
hood of States that have been able | to 
finance its many and important public in- 
stitutions without a continual sale of its 


negotiable paper and without an increase | 


in its tax levy. 

The officials are justly proud of the rec- 
ord, for figures that do not lie tell them that 
after, Nov. 1, 189, there will never more be 
need of look.ng beyond the plethoric vaults 
of the Treasury for the means of carrying 
on the State Government. 

‘Iowa is out of debt” is a refrain heard 
on all sides at the State Capitol to-day, and 
to this another refra.n is.added: “And Iowa 
means to keep out of debt.”’ 

There is anether story than that told by 
the dry figures—a story of rigid econmy in 
high places, a story that might be cited 
with profit by future writers on political 
economy. The figures simply tell that so 
many dollars worth of warrants are out- 
standing, that so many dollars have been 
paid in the State Treasury, and that still 
other dollars are due to be paid in by & 
certain date. That other story is one that 
the officials are too modest to tell. If they 
were not they would say that the closet 
retrenchment, the careful study of finan- 
ces, resources and expenditures has been 
necessary to restore Iowa to the unfet- 
tered financial position she enjoyed four 
years ago, when for many years she had 
been able to meet the end of the fiscal 
year without a deficit. 


The debt of Iowa has not been so great 
when compared with the millions that tug 
at the purse strings of other States. At 
present she has but $413,393.38 in outstanding 
warrants drawing on an average of 4 per 
cent interest and running fess than a year, 
This is not much, but it is greater than a 
State proud of her financial record cared to 
shoulder long. The debt was made neces- 
sary by decrease in assessed valuations, by 
fire, by increase in cost of maintaining 
institutions of which her citizens were just- 
ly proud. Compared with the $12,000,000 debt 
of the Bay State of the $9,000,000 of New 
York it is not to be considered, but debts 
increase like flies before a summer shower, 
and Iowa has taken the ounce of preven- 
tion. The money has been pouring into the 
treasury to square accounts, and if future 
Legislatures guard her interests she will 
enjoy for all time moneyed independence. 

The debt has been paid by the exercise 
of economy. The last Legislature made but 
scant appropriations, cutting down the sup- 
port funds of various institutions and pro- 
viding for very few buildings. The admin- 
istration of the State institutions by the 
State Board of Control has contributed to 
the payment of the State debt by reducing 
the cost of conducting these institutions. 
The State tax levy is now 2.8 mills, the high- 
est it has ever been in the history of.the 
State. One-tenth of a mill of this amount 
is for the purpose of erecting buildings at 
the State University. Prior to about four 
years ago the State had had no debt for 
many years and the State tax levy was only 
2 to 2.5 mills. But the extraordinary ex- 
penditures have required more money, and 
as the valuation was reduced instead of 
being increased, it made larger levies neces- 
sary for all purposes. 

There was more excitement and criticism 
over the existence of this comparatively 
small debt in lowa than is made in other 
States over debts where the interest charge 
alone is much more than the entire Iowa 
debt. The prospect is that under the opera- 
tion of the new revenue law, requiring all 
property to be listed at its full cash value 
and taxed on 25 per cent of such valuation, 
the real estate valuation will be still further 
reduced and larger levies wiil be required. 

The debts of other States are generally 
very much larger than that of Iowa, some 
of them many times as much, 

The most recent report from State of- 
ficers show: 

Indiana—The present debt is $5,200.615, | of 
which $4,125,000 draws 3 per cent interest 
and is payable after June, 1899. The State 
has paid $3,290,000 during the past five years 
and has an income of $400,000 a year for 
interest and debt payments. 

Missouri—The total State debt is $8,035.839. 
The bonded debt has been decreased $414.000 
in 1804, $527.000 in 1895. $489,000 in 1896, $500,000 
in 1897, $858,000 In 1898, and it is the 
of the State to pay off $3,642,000 o the 
bonds. The rest of the debt is permanent, 
paying the endowment of the public schools 
and State universities. |

The years that I spent in Siberia taught me many 
lessons which I could hardly have learned else- 
where, says I’rince Kropotkin in the February At- 
lantic. I began to understand not only men and 
human character. but also the loner springs of the 
life of human society. The constructive work | of 


ite full import. 
in which the communities of Dukhobortsy migrated 
to the Amur region, to see the immense advantages 
which they got from their semi-communiatic brotb- 
erly organization, and to realize what a wonderful 
success their colonization was, amidst all the fall- 
ures of state colonization, was learning something 
which cannot be learned from books. Again, to 
live with natives, to see at work all the complex 
forms of social organization which they hare elab- 
orated far away from the inflnehce of any civiliza- 
tion, Was, as it were, to store up floods of light 
which flluminated my subsequent reading. The 
part which the unknown masses play in the ac- 
complishment of all, important nistorical events, 
and «ven in war, became evident to me from dirpet 
observation, and I came to hold ideas aimélar' to 
those which Toistol expresses in his monumeatal 
work. “‘War and Peare.” 

Having been brought up in a serf-owner's familly. 
I entered active life, Ike all young men of inv 
time, with a great deal of confidence in the nedes- 
sity of commanding. ordertng, scolding, punishing. 
and the like. Hut when, at an early stage, I hed 
to manage serious enterpriees and to deal with 
men, and when each mistake would lead at once 
to heavy consequences, I began to appreciate the 
difference between acting on the principle,of com- 
mand and discipline and acting on the principle 
of common understanding. The former works a4- 
mirably in a military parade, but it is worth noth- 
ing where real Jife is concerned, and the aim ¢an 
be achieved only thiongh the severe effort of many 
converging willis. Although I did pot then formu.- 
late my observations in termes borrowed from rty 
struggles, I may say now that I lost in Siberia 
whatever faith in state discipline L had cherished

MAT HANCOCK HANGED 


——S 


HE WAS EXECUTED FOR THE 
MURDER OF GEORGE HORTON. 


SMILED ON THE GALLOWS. 


Large Crowd Laughed and Jeered, but 
the Negro Appeared Pleased With 
His Big Audience. 


Matthew Hancock was hanged at 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning for the murder of George 
Horton. 

The man went to his death with splendid 
nerve. He had passed the previous night 
uneasily, and several times had shown signs 
of breaking down. But with the dawn his 
rare presence of mind returned to him. 
After that he was apparently happy and 
the least concerned of any in the prison 
about his execution, 

It was 5:45 o'clock when the death war- 
rant was read by Sheriff John H, Pohlman, 


and immediately the march to the scaffold 
began. 

A crowd of 500 men, representing every 
condition of society, had assembled in the 
jail yard, and they laughed, bantered ana 
joked as Hancock and the guards made 
their exit from the jail, as though they 
had gathered to witness a spectacle of a 
pieasing character, It was the plan of 
Sheriff Pohiman to allow only those who 
had tickets to enter the yard and the issué 
of tickets was limited. But, neveriheless, 
everybody with a deputy-sheriff or a police- 
man was admitted on his = application 
whether he had a ticket or not. 

Hancock was pleased that so large a 
crowd had assembled to see him die, and, 
as he stopped at the jail entrance mo- 
mentarily .o survey the throng, he smiled 
serenely. Then he mounted tMe scaffold 
with quick, eiastic steps. 

He was accompanied by his spiritual ad- 
viser, Rev. Mr. Preston, who requested 
Hancock to Kneel on the scaffold during a 
short prayer. The heads of the 500 specte- 
toms were bared during this simple but im- 
pressive scene. 

At the conclusion of the prayer, Hancock 
stepped upon the trapdoor. For a minute 
he gazed upon the crowd, waving a good- 
ere — there to an acquaintance. 

e whispered t . , f , 
was ready. p d to @ deputy that he 

Hurriedly the black cap was adjusted 
about his head and the rope was placed 
around his neck. The new gallows was 
used for the first time. Its trap is oper- 
ated by a lever which stands against the 
post at the head of the stairs leading to 
the platform. It is a Simple arrangement 
and a system of signals that all is ready is 
not needed, Just as the rope touched Han- 
cock’s neck, the drop was made. 

The fall did not break his neck. The 
rope had not been properly adjusted. The 
knot had been placed under the chin 
Stead of under the ear. Asa result, Han- 
cock suffered unspeakably. He choked 
6lowly to death. His muscles contracted 
under his torture and twice the pinions 
ubout his lega were snapped by his strug- 
gies to free himself. It was 17 minutes be- 
fore Hancock was pronounced dead. 

After the drop, the Deputy Sheriff in 
charge of the execution had great difficulty 
in holding the crowd back from the sway- 
ing body. They were curious to see every 
twitch of the dying man’s muscles and to 
hear every groan that escaped him. 
Hancock's body was taken to the Morgue 
where rel ves claimed it and ordered it 
prepared f burial, 

Phe crime for which Hancock was exe- 
cuted was the murder of George Horton. a 
ticket broker, in front of Union Station, 
Sunday afternoon, July 17, 1897. Horton 
had & Small office on Market street near 
Nineteenth street. He had some difficulty 
with his wife, who, it is said, employed 
Hancock to watch her husband. Hancock 
entered ihe ticket office on the day of 
the murder while drunk, and told Hor- 
ton he was watching him. Horton ordered 
him from the office. This angered the 
negro and going to a second-hand store he 
s0ld his overcoat and purchased a revol- 
ver with the money. He returned to the 
ticket office and renewed his quarrel with 
Horton, who again ordered him from the 
office. Hancock did not obey instantly and 
Horton moved toward him. The negro 
went to the door of the office, where he 
turned and fired at Horton at close range. 
Che bullet entered Horton's left breast and 
caused instant death, The negro was found 
guilty of the crime of murder at his taal 
and the decision wae affirmed by the su- 
preme Court.

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Owing to the heavy exports of all! prod- 
ucts from the United States the balance 
of trade is in favor of this country and the 
rate of foreign exchange favors the mer- 
chants doing business abroad, that-is, they 
get more than the recognized standard of 
values. The pound sterling is equal to 
$4.80 of our money, yet the present rate of 
exchange ‘s $4.84, a premium of 4c on the 
pound sterling, or four-fifths of 1 per cent. 

The insurance varies according to the dis- 
tance and time it takes to make shipments, 
To Liverpool the rate is % to \ of 1 per 
cent, and to Finland, South America and 
Africa it runs’up to 2 per cent of the de- 
livered value of the flour.

The “staff of life’ of the people of 
St. Louis is the flour made from wheat, 


rye. buckwheat, corn and other  ce- 
reals. If the one item of flour was struck 


off the I'st of articles used for human sus- 
tenance there would soon be such a scarcity 
of food that the worst famines in the his- 
tory of the world would shrink into insig- 
nificance in comparison. 


The average anrual consumption of flour 
by each flour-eater in the world is one bar- 
rel of 196 pounds, but there is more than 
that amount used in St. Louis, as we are 
great eaters of flour, and therefore take 
more than the average. 


Of wheat flour each person in the c'ty 
consumes about three-quarters of a pound 
a day and of rye flour, buckwheat flour and 
the products of corn, oats, etc., one-quarter 
of a pound, making the average daily con- 
sumption of breadstuffs one pound, 

This goes to show that flour is by far the 
most valuable of all food pragucts. There 
are few meals served in the course of c- 
year in the many households of the city 
in which the table is not graced with a 
goodly sepply of bread, cakes, biscuits or 
food prepared from flour in one way or an- 
other. 


It is estimated that there are over 500,- 
000,000 people in the world whose food con- 
sists chiefly of the four made from whea: 
and .the number is being increased rapidly. 
The increase was the largest 'n European 
countries and the least in Asia, particularly 
China, which so long has withstood all mod. 
ern advancements. Parts of Africa _ the 
Southern and Latin-American couniries are 
taking our flour products more freely than 
ever before. 

St. Louis is one 2 of the greatest milling 
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centers in the world and is the largest flour 
manufacturing point in the United States 
of winter wheat. The partial failure of 
the winter wheat crops in the past three 


years in the territory where the millers) 


get most of their wheat. has reduced the 
production of flour somewhat and was the 
cause of some loss of trade. 

Notwithstanding these advers®-conditions 
the St. Louis millérs have held their own 
against all competition and with prospects 
favorable for a good winter crop this year 
they expect to do ‘the largest business in 
the history of the milling industry of the 
city. 

There are 12 mills operated in: St. Louis 
and East St. Louis, which turn out 10,275 
barrels of flour and consume over 45,000 
bushels of wheat a day. In 1898 these mills 
made 1,054,875 bakrels of flour. yet this was 
the smallest output in 30 years, as the 
millers could not get the wheat to grind 
and were compelled to shut down their 
Plants a part of the year. The relatively 
higher cost af wheat here than in more 


‘favored milling sections had a tendency to 


restrict business; This does not signify a 
permanent reduction in the output or a 
loss of trade, but was simply the result of 
poor crops of wheat. 


To offset this: the millers have invaded 
territory that, strictly speaking, does not 
belong to this market. There are no less 
than 15 flour mis operated at country 
points which are owned or the product 
controlled in St. Louis. The largest of 
these is the Rex. mill at Kansas City, with 
a daily capacity of 5000 barrels, owned and 
operated by Kehblor Bros, of this city. The 
FE. O. Stanard Milling Co, has a mill at 
Alton, Ill, and another at Dallas, Tex. The 
other mills controlled by St. Louis parties 
are situated at points in Missouri and [Iili- 
nois—generally within a radius of 50 miles. 
The daily capacity of these mills is 11,975 
barrels and the output last year was 1,867,- 
80> barrels, all of which was sold from the 
offices of these mills in St. Louis. 

Several additions will be made to this list 
by the time the new wheat crop becomes 
available this year. The Marcus Bern- 
heimer Milling & Manufacturing Co. last 
week let the contract for a mill at Clinton, 
Mo., capacity 700 barrels daily, to be com- 
pleted by July 1. The mill of the St. Louis 
Milling Co., which was destroyed by fire 
last year, has been rebuilt and enlarged 
and will turn out 1000 barrels daily. 

Taking the 1,054,875 barrels manufactured 
in St. Louis, the 1,867,805 barreis made by

The city trade last vear took 906,463 bar- 
rels of wheat flour. While there is no rec- 
ords kept of the quantity of othé kinds of 
flour sold to local consumers, it {s certain 
that there is a considerable amount of rye’ 
flour used. as the Germans are partial to 
that kind of four. Buckwheat flour and the, 
products.of corn and other coarse grains | 
also come in for some consideration. They | 
bring the annual consumption of flour up’ 
to 1,000,000 barrels or more. 

Next to the city trade the best patrons 
of the St. Louls millers were in the South-| 
ern States, and the shipments last year In 
that direction amounted to 732,482 barrels. ' 
The shipments to points in the east were 
223,782 barrels, to the west, 15,996 barrels 
and to the north 7,974 barrels. These fig- 
ures do not represent nearly all the busi- 
ness, as thousands of barrels are sold here 
that are billed direct from the country 
mills and do not figure in the statistics. 

The “bookings” for direct export from 
this city in 1898 were 603,998 barrels and 
the flour was distributed to all parts of the 
world. The heaviest shipments were made 
to United Kingdom ports, the flour made 
from soft, red winter wheat. being favored 
by the consumers in parts of England, 
Ireland and Scotland to the exclusion of 
all other brands. Before the excessive duty, 
was placed on flour by the Spaniards in 
Cuba, that trade was almost controlled by 
the millers of St. Louis, and it is expected 
that the trade In Cuba and Porto Rico 
will again come this way under the new 
regime. The establishment of a system 
of steamship lines from the gulf ports 
gives the St. Louls millers a decided ad- 
vantage of distance and freight rates. The 
European continent takes considerable of 
our flour, as 40 also Central and South 
American countries, and shipments are 
regularly made to Southern Africa.

by an eidy in the water beneath. Knock 
of a plece of this clear ice and whittle it 
into shape of a double convex lens, 

You should have no trouble In doing this, 
for ice can be eut very easily with a pocket 
knife. Perhaps it may well to inform 
the uninitiated that a double convex lens 
is one which bulges on both sides. in the 
shape of-two saucers with the edges placed 
together. It gathers up the rays of sun- 
light and Concentrates them against the 
Spot, Which is called the focus point. 

Ordinarily a ileus is made of glass, but 
foe will pertorm the eame feat if correctly 
shaped. First cut your ice into a flat piece, 
@ little thicker than, and as round as a 
Sliver dollar. It might be well, also to leave 
® long sliver on one side of the circular 
piece to serve for a handle. When you 
have cut your flat circular piece. scrape 
down the edges, gradually working toward 
the center, until you have rounded off both 
sides, A {ittie practice will enable you to

or break two or three pleces of ice in the 
effort. 

As you go along with the work of scrap- 
ing put the round piece, or lene, in your 
mouth every few minutes. The heat of 
the moutr will not only polish the lens, 
but it will smooth away those extremely 
fine ridges or Knife marks which might 
otherwise interfere with the concentration 
of the light. By holding it a proper dis- 
tance from a piece of paper, say about an 
inch, it presently will set the paper on 
fire. 

A good magnifying glass can also be 
made out of a piece of ice. This is easily 
done. Proceed as when you made yvur 
lens, only instead of making slightly con- 
vex sides make your lens in the shape of 
a ball or sphere. Opticians se)! glass balls 
filled with water for magn'fying purposes. 

The ice will act the same as the water- 
filled glass ball, and it is wonderful how 
much you may add to a day's enjoyment 
in this simple way. There are winter in- 
sects, branohes of trees, dead leaves and 
bark, snow and ice, all of which will re- 
veal h'dden wonders under this microscope. 
which nature places within the reach of 
any ingenious boy. 

Tie city boy may also amuse himself! 
with ice quite as readily as his country 
cousin, and he may do it in summer time,

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IN THE TEACHING OF BABIES. 
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An Expert’s Method of Impressing Ideas on the Minds of Infants! 


Without Resorting to Language. 


T is hard work to teach a baby. The dif- 
ficuity is that we attempt to impress 
upon it greater ideas than it can grTasP. 

But let us view ‘t from another standpolt. 
In the close bond existing between parent 
and child, especially between mother and 
child, there exists the basis of silent com- 
munion. Words may be spoken and yet no 
sound uttered. 

If we omit the words and the sound, and 
by the express'on of face and con- 
centrated thought convey our idea, we shail 
eee how read.ly there is an understanding. 

A simple illustration that many have seen 
may suffice to define the position. While 
visiting a family where there was a bright 
baby, 8 months old, some evidences in this 
line were demonstrated. Everyone loved the 
child and would not willingly cause pain or 
grief, but it was after all interesting 
note how the little.one could be affected 
to tears when no words were spoken. Fre- 
quently, some member of the family would 
say, “Watch the baby and see what I] 
make him do.”

ARLY in next December there will oc- 

> cur a conjunction of planets such as 
has probably not been recorded in the 
history of the world. Mercury, which re- 
volves around the sun in 88 days; Venus, 
224.7 days; Earth, 365% days; Mars, 687 days; 
Jupiter, 11 years; Saturn, in 33 years, and 


Uranus, in 8 years, will be in the same 
part of the heavens at that time. 


The remarkable difference in the length 
of time required for the planets to revolve 
around the sun makes: the chances one in 
a million that they will ever be in the 
Same part of the heavens together. 

There is probably some el¢ctrical 
nection between the planets, but this will 
probabiy not be so intensified as to cause 
trouble. 

This unprecedented grouping of planets 
will be of no benefit to science, for thei: 
size and movements have been accurate- 
ly determined, and nothing further could be 
learned by examining them in juxtaposi- 
tion. 

But the common people—that is. those 
who have never made a study of astronomy 
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The Gathering of the Planets 
Astronomers. 
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-—-will be much interested in these strange 
conditions. Weather prophets will be able 
either to prove or disprove—as they may 
desire—their contention that the weather of 
the earth is affected by the influence of 
other planets. 

There are periodical sensations in the 
eky, such as an ecliqse of the sun or the 
moon or meteroic showers. Sometimes the 
earth and other planets are in conjunction, 
but there has never been recorded a time

This will make the date memorable, but 
that is all. 

Il see no reason why there should be me- 
teoric showers 6dr any unusual disturbances 
in spite of this unprecedented etate of af- 
fairs. At all events, there will be meteor- 
ic showers or star showers, as they are 
commonly called, November 12 and 13. 
/The earth is moving all the time through 
Streams of nebulous matter, and when the 
attraction is strong enough it draws the 
matter to itself in small particles in the 
form of what we call meteors or shooting 
stars. 

The planets move in one direction, these 
nebulous streams in another. The influence 
they exert upon each other is inefgnificant. 
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All things considered, I do not bélieve we 
have anything to fear from the startling 
predictions made by astrologers concerning 
the conjunction of the planets next De- 
cember.

HIS is the true story, simplyrtold, of 
the wireless telegraph, the most 
wonderful invention of this electrical, 

wonderful age. The honor of it belongs to 
Marconi, an Italian, who is only 25 years 
of age. 

Hic had been engaged in electrical re- 
“gear@h and experiments ever since he was 
a boy. Four years ago he came upon the 
discovery for which he is now famous al- 
most by accident. He found that by put-

earth and connecting it with a wire ex- 
tended vertically in the air, and also sim- 
ilarly setting up a Bramley receiver with 
a vertical wire, a current could be trans- 
mitted 100 yards through the air, from 
top to top of the vertical wires, without 
increas'ng the battery power, but by simply 
extending the vertical wire higher, the 
influence of the instrument extended over 
a distance increasing in geometrical ratio 
to the Increased height of the wires. <Ac- 
cording to his discovery, a wire carried 
to the tcp of a 100-foot mast would enable 


we should have an alternating puisation, 
in effect the same as if the air surged to 
and fro between the knobbed ends of the 
cylinders. The air current, however, does 
not have the effects in the space around 
the apparatus that the electrical reversals 
have. 

There are two influences brought into ex- 
istence by these electrical surgings to and 
fro. The first is a condition of electric 
stress extending from one body to _ the 
other. If the strébs is great enough the.air 
will fracture, and a spark would pass from 
one cylinder to the other. This break 


down in the insulation would occur where 
the distance is least, or between the knobs. 
But the stress would exist in all the space 
around the cylinders. 

If the cylinders were somewhat porous, 
and were surrounded by a porous medium 
like dry plaster of paris, the air would 
leak from every part of the surface of 
either cylinder around to the other, the di- 
rection of leakage reversing with each 
stroke of the piston. These lines of few of 
the leakage through the plaster would be 
of the form marked E in the figure. These 
leakage lines would fill the entire space 


around the cylinders. The leakage between 
the eylinders would be greatest along a 
straight line joining their nearest points. 
Here the plaster would rupture if the pres- 
sure were too great, just as a spark forms 
there when electricity is used, under too 
high a pressure. 

The other influence emanating from the 
surging to and fro of the electricity Is 
a magnetic one. A magnetic needle sets 
in a definite direction near a current of 
electricity. If you conceive a circle whose 
center is in the wire, and whose plane is at 
right amgles to the wire, the needle placed

velocity of light. They are light waves 
which follow each other o unfrequently 
to produce any sensation of light, and they 
have not yet been made to produce photo- 
graphic effects. They can, however, be re- 
fracted by lenses of pitch and other suitable 
substances. I tried for weeks to photograph 
with these waves by means of large lenses 
of pitch. This was about the time of the 
d’scovery of the X-ray. A ‘reporter who 
saw the apparatus reported that I had 
succeeded in refracting the X-rays. There 
however, a very radical difference be- 
tween the X rays and the Hertz radiations 
used in wireless telegraphy. 

The Hertz vibrations are obtained by 
means of a spark coil, or an induction 
coil, connected with two conductors, A, A, 
placed near each other. These conductors 
are connected with the ends of the spark 
coil, so that in the oscillating discharge 
which is set up each alternately 
charged with positive and negative 
charges. I have used insulated cylinders 
of brass, each terminating at one end 
in short rods armed with aie emall 
metal sphere. The ends sO armed 
face each other, the cylinders having a 
com ‘on longitudinal axis. The spark need 
not occur between the small knobs of the 
cylinders A and A, but may be between 
other terminals, as at S. 

The two cylinders A, A whose chargesare 
continually reversing, are in fact in effec: 
traversed by a moving charge of electricity 
which may be supposed to be surging to 
and fro from one cylinder to the other. If 
the spark coll were an air pump, which by 
means of connecting tubes at each stroke 
of the piston alternately drew air out of 
one cylinder and forced it into the other.

The receiving instrument !s a glass tube 
R of metal filings. It is cwlled a coherer. 
Conducting wires lead into the ends of 
the tube through the stoppers, and termi- 
nate in the midst of the flings. 
is part of a local circuit containing a 
battery B and sounder. The filings form 
a part of the circuit. They ordinarily 
make poor contact and their resistance is 
so high that the current tis practically 
broken. When the space in and around 
the filings is traversed by electro-magnetic 
waves, the filings cohere in fillaments and 
the moss becomes a good conductor. The 
current becomes greatly increased, ex- 
actly as if contact had been suddenly 
made by a key in ordinary telegraphing. 

In working over longer distances, the

THE GREATEST POSTMASTER ON EARTH. 


SAM has the greatest postof- 
fice in the world. Every minute, 
day and night, dur.ng the entire 

12.000 letters and packages are dropped 
into the mails. The average American 
sends more pieces of mail and receives 
more than the average inhabitant of any 
other county on earth, In 1897 the number 
of pieces of mail matter of all kinds mailed 
in this country was about 17,000,000 for ev- 
the year. 

There are now 2,421 money order postof- 
fices in the United States, as compared with 
419 in 1865. when the system went into ope- 
ration. The number of domestic money or- 
dere issued in 1898 was 289,652,000; the 
amount was the enormous sum of $191,364,- 
000. When to this is added the millions 
of dollars sent by ordinary mail and reg- 
istered letter and the immense sums sent 
by checks and drafts, the wealth earried 
by the mails is estimated to be over $1,- 
000,000 a day. When a postmaster has not 
sufficient money order funds on hand to 
pay orders drawn on his office he is ex- 
pected to use all available postal funds in 
his possession. Should this not prove to 
be enough he makes a draft on the post- 
master at New York. So careful is the 
payment of money orders and s0 safe the 
medium that there is less than one error 
in every 20,00 payments. 

The United States has 73.570 postoffices; 
nearly 3,000 of these have been established 
since the close of the civil war. Pennsyl- 
vania leads the line of States, with 6155; 
next comes New York, with 3734. Alaska, 
the last on the line, has 3. The greatest 
gain in new postoffices in the fiscal year 
ending June 3), 18988, was recorded by Ken- 
tucky, with 164. Nearly 600 of our post- 
offices are in charge of women. 

Uncle Sam pald the railways for 1898 
nearly $29,000,000 for transporting his mail. 
Sixty years ago 975 miles of railway carried 
all our. mall; at the close of the civil war 
there were 23,401 miles; in 18% the 2500 sep-

arate routes aggregated 174,777 miles. Com- 
pared with this, the railway postal service 
of all other nations dwindles into insignifi- 
cance. Germany, the nearest approach to 
a rival, has only 27,43 miles; France fol- 
lows close with 2,665 miles. Our postal 
cars, during the year 1898, ran a distance 
of 281,586,000 miles. This means that every 
hour one of our mall trains traveled a 
distance equal to one and one-fifth times 
round the globe. The amount paid to ralil- 
ways is based on the average weight of 
caily mail per mile on a weighing for 20 
successive days. 

The dead letter office at Washington re- 
ceived last year nearly 6,000,000 jetters and 
parcels, nearly half of which were §re- 
turned to the owners: These letters con- 
tained money, drafts and notes amount'ne 
to nearly $1,000,000.

Nearly one-third of the ‘people of the 
United States have their mail brought to 
the'r doors; the other two-thirds have 
go to the postoffice. Carriers are paid 
from $600 to $1000 a year, and have 15 
days’ vacation, with full pay. They must 
be citizens of the Untted States. 

The United States is the only great nation 
in the world whose postoffice does not pay 
a profit to the Government. In 18986 the 
total receipts of the postal service from ali 
sources were less than $83,000,000; the total 
expenditures were over $34,000,008. The de- 
ficiency was in excess of $11,000,000. The 
chief reason far the deficiency Is the liberal 
attitude taken by the nation toward sec- 
ond-class matter. But as this is construed 
as an educative power, the deficiency may 
be justified. Many students of political 
questions declare there is no real reason 
why the Postal Department, serving the 
needs of the people, should be expected to 
pay, any more than other branches of the 
service.

_ BELIPVE it ts a mistake to combat 
\ typhoid fever. It cannot be kept 
Gown. A quart of quinine a day 

ad not keep it down. I pay no atten- 
tion to the fever. I make my fight for the 
wife of my patient at the seat of the fever, 
the intestines. I. iyphoid fever death is 
caused by intestinal perforation. Death 
comes quickiy and inevitably after per- 
foration takes place. If perforation can 
be prevented, death is not likely to en- 
gue, Dearth is not caused by the fever. 

The perforation reeults from inflamma- 
tion of the bowels. To prevent thie in- 
flammation I would confine the diet of my 
Patients strictly to liquids. By supplement- 
ing this with careful attention to the bow- 
@is, the dafrgers of perforation are re- 
@uced to the minimum.

The whole body is brimful of electricity 
at this stagé. Touch the patient's body 
anywhere and a sharp shock will be felt— 
sometimes a brilliant stream of light fol- 
lows—but the subject will tell you that the 
ia insensible to any feeling. He does not 
appreciate how his being is pervaded with 
the current. 

The oscillator is one o fthe chief secrets 
of the apparatus. 

When the patient comes out of the cabi- 
net he wants to expectorate freely, for the 
germs have been loosened and the respira- 
tory atea feels soothed. A sense of buoy- 
ancy is experienced, and the patient longs 
for the next day that he may experience 
the same sense of relief. 

Day by day :the history of the case is 
compiled—one examiner reporting what the 
microscopical examination of the blood 
shows; another what the sputum shows, 
and a third what the urine shows. Thus it 
is known how many treatments are needed, 
or how long the patient may be left In the 
cabinet. 

The sputum analyses are made in New 
York by Dr. Ferreol T. Labadie of No. 605 
Madison avenue. Dr. Labadie, after his 
graduation at Bordeau, France, in 1884, 
served as a bacteriologist with Pasteur in 
Paris for 12 years. Others on the medical 
and chemical staf could not be identified, 

Electrodes for penetrating the nasal cavi- 
ty, the ear, the mouth and other parts have 
béen devised, and it is possible to reach 
almost any affected part by local applica- 
tion. 

The construction of thé apparatus Is sim- 
ple, and so far as can be learned not a sin- 
gle untoward result has followed the use 
of the electrodes, the oscillator or the 


ozone generators in more than a hundred . 


cases.

He organized the office into three bereaus, 
gave each work to do, and saw that they 
did it. It is a matter of record that in 
two years he had doubled the volume of 
business transacted and actually reduced 
the expense of the office. In 1882 he re- 
signed office to resume private practice; 
for there were urgent outside demands for 
the services of a man who had served his 
clients, the people, so well that millions 
a year had been saved to them by defeating 
claime against the city treasury. 

When, in 1885, he went Into the first 
Cleveland Cabinet, people said, “‘Whitney 
is eure to find something to reorganize 
there.”’ 

And he did. 

That part of his career is well remem- 
bered. Within a year he had reorganized 
Navy Department methods 60 that for the 
first time in its history it was possible to 
present at any moment a complete state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures of any 
class of supplies throughout the entire ser- 
vice, and of the total valuation of supplies 
on hand for issue at all shore stations. 

Some recent occurrences in which Ad- 
miralse Dewey, Schiey and Sampson par- 
ticipated, prove the value of that. 

But it was in the matter of supplying 
the navy with ships that Secretary Whit- 
ney made his great record. We not only 
lacked ships, but there not this side of 
the Atlantic a plant which could manufac- 
ture armor, forgings for great guns, or 
rapid-fire guns. 

He sald he would not build ships with for- 
eign materials, and he did not do so, al- 
though at the end of four years he had 
built or had under way five double-tur- 
reted monitors, two armorclads, a dyna- 
mite cruiser, five steel unarmored cruisers 
and three armored cruisers. 

It was during the second or third year 
of his term in the Cabinet that Mr. Whit- 
ney began wondering if he could not “re- 
organize” the surface railway system of 
New York. 

What he has done in that line the world 
knows. Yet he is not an officer of the 
company; not even a director: but its vast 
finances, its officers, its heads of depart- 
mente are controlled and operated by him. 


To rebuild and restock the main lines and 
supply a new motive power nearly $40,000,- 
600 was required. This man, who has not 
even a vote in a meeting of the Board of 
Directors, secured the money. He deter- 
mines what shall be done, and capital in 
unlimited streams flows into him, though he 
has not much as issued a prospectus 
to set forth the facts upon which 2% von- 
clusions rest. 

This question was asked 
financier in Wall street: 

“How much tmoney could Whitney get 
in Wall street for a scheme which he said 
he approved but did not explain’”’ 

“How much money is there 
street?’ was the only answer. 

William C. belongs to the eighth genera- 
tion of Whitneys in the United States. Not 
one of them has failed to achieve promi- 
nence since John Whitney came to New 
England with Sir Richard Saltonstall in 
1635. There was Gen. Josiah, who fought 
against the French and Indians at Crown 
Point and was the militia commander at 
Harvard in 1774 and helped to frame the 
Constitutions of Massachusetts and of the 
United States; his son, who served in the 
Continental Army; Stephen, who was a 
Representative in the Massachusetts Gen- 
tral Court, and Gen. James, William's fa- 
ther, who was Brigadier-General in the 
Second Massachusetts, member of the State 
Senate, and Collector of the Port of Bos- 
ton. 

On his mother’s side Mr. Whitney's de- 
scent is equally distinguished in American 
history, beginning with Gov. William Brad- 
ford of Plymouth Colony. 

Mr. Whitney was born in Conway, Mass., 
in 1841. He attended an academy at East 
Hampton and prepared himself for Yale. 
He was graduated from there in 1863 and 
then took a two-year course in the Harvard 
Law School, and at once went to New 
York to practice his profession. 

“Whitney,” said an old lawyer, speaking 
of the ex-Secretary’s early career, ‘“‘gained 
practice rapidly because of the reputation 
he established in a very short time of 
fighting for his clients’ interests with 
steam-engine energy and unflagging en- 
thueiasm. Besides that, he knew a lot of

law, in spite of the fact that he studied 
it at Harvard.”’ 

The speaker was a Yale man. 

To-day the people of New York have per- 
haps a livelier personal Interest in Wil- 
iam C. Whitney than in any other man in 
the city. 

When a man has effected a revolution in 
a city passenger transportation which gives 
400,000 people free car rides dajly; who 
saves to the people of the city a matter 
of $7,000,000 a year in car fares—and makes 
money out of doing it—who steps in with 
an offer to spend $60,000,000 to solve the 
rapid transit problem, he becomes a per- 
son of lively interest not only to the public 
immediately concerned, but to all peo- 
ple. 

Concerning himself and his methods of 
work, he says: 

“I come in from Long Island in the morn- 
ings, arriving here at 9:30, and work two 
or three hours, I work by consultation with 
the chief executive men who manage the 
details of whatever interest I am concerned 
with at the time, and with our lawyers. 

“Mrs. Whitney's continued ill-health re- 
quires me to live in the country, and per- 
mits me to leave her only for the few 
hours I devote to affairs here. My after- 
noons—and many whole days indeed—I con- 
tinue to devote to Mrs. Whitney, as I have 
since her accident a year and a month ago. 

“But I must work. With me it would be 
more than running to seed if I did not 
work; I should go insane, I think. 

“There has been much to do in working 
out in advance the plans under which the 
Metropolitan system has been developed to 
its present growth, and there is much that 
remains to be done. Those plans engage 
most of my working time. 

‘“‘When I first went into the matter I saw 
the wonderful possibilities ef the Metropol- 
itan line, and that was what attracted me 
to the work. It is etill fresh in the minds 
of most New Yorkers that when we first 
went into the street railroads here the ser- 
vice was slight, insufficient, expensive to 
passengers and without any kind of or- 
ganization. One could not travel more than 
two or three miles on any eurface road for 
one fare. The service was poor and slow, 
and passengers had to pay two fares to 
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go anywhere off the two or three main 
lines. 

“The public may be sceptical as to this, 
but I asure you the first incentive in my 
mind in determining upon the consolida- 
tion and improvement of the many lines 
making up our present system was to af- 
ford a better service at a cheaper cost. The 
poesible profits of such an accomplishment 
were not considered. Indeed, I. may tell 
you now that for eight or ten years after 
we began there was not a cent of profit 
im it.”’ 

“It took some money to do the work com- 
pleted up to date?” 

“It took,” responded Mr. Whitney in the 
manner of one asked to recall a baseball 
score, or a matter of that kind, “it took 
quite a lot of money. I've never taken the 
trouble to figure it up, but I should say we 
have put $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 of ‘new’ 
money into the system. 

“The success of the system depended on 
a liberal, even an extravagant expenditure 
of money in its improvement. The last 
change we made, adopting the electric con- 
duit system, was only undertaken afier we 
had spent two years of time and about 
$600,000 In investigation and experiments.” 

Mr. Whitney's clear blue eyes are as 
inquiring and his tall form as youthfully 
alert as ever. He has the figure of a col- 
lege athlete and the complexion of one in 
training. Except that the iron gray now 
predominates in his mustache and hair, he 
does not look a day older than when he 
firet took charge of the Navy Department. 

He was asked about the probabilities of 
his return to official life. , 

“No more office,’’ he said. 

“But the Presidency? You know you 
were urged to be a candidate before the 
Chicago Convention. 

“And refused,” he replied. “There la ne 
office, elective or appointive, that I would 
accept. When Mr. Cleveland was elected 
for his second term he wrote me a very 
delightful letter—a flattering letter. for he 
offered me any office tn his gift. When I 
thanked him I told him there was no office 
I would acept. I meant it then an! have 
not changed my mind since. I have a great 
deal of work to do; I Iike it; it engages 
my mind, and I «hall continue in I'.”

HE great Hanover died as he had 

f § lived—a favorite. Born of noble 

». stock, sire of a noble line and win- 
ner of 17 stakes, 

in the annals of 


his name tis imperishable 
the turf. The grandest 
horse that ever measured time and dis- 
tance, he died on his native soil, Kentucky, 
March 23, 1899. 
He who had proudiy carried to 
the red and blue of the Dwyer stables; 
whose marvellous performances as a 
year-old raised to enthusiasm the views of 
thousands upon thousands of excited spec- 
tators until the name of Hanover was 
heard around the world; he who by reason 
of his prowess as a champion became the 
unqualified ‘‘favorite’’ of owner, breeder, 
jackey, racing public and ‘‘tout,” lay down 
to die in his stable with little children 
holding hia bridle. To them it was not a 
noble animal that was dying; it was not ; 
king of the turf, the llustrious son of a 
kingly line, but a friend, a patient, gentile, 
kindly friend.

famed for victories but with a crippled 
foot, And he who had been the delight of 
countless thousands now became the joy, 
the pet of Alice and Maria and Jack, the 
children of hfs owner, Milton Young. For 
eight years the nobiest of Kentucky's noble 
horses romped over the green flelds, play- 
ful as a child, genfle and tractable. He 
loved company. So gentie was he that the 
children would hold his bridle when Ban- 
ders, the groom, applied remedies to the 
disaMed ankle. 

The injury to that ankle was told at the 
time it was announced through the news- 
papers in these words: 

“Hanover has gone lame‘” 

It is a verdict of the turf, and it means 
that the horse can never race again. It 
meane loss. sometimes ruin, to the owner. 

Too much racing did it. 

When he came into the pecssauied of 
Dwyer Brothers as a yearling, Hanover 
was a noble creature and promised much, 
He stood 15 hands 3 inches, in color Was a 
rich chestnut, his limbs were slight, deli- 
cate, compaq y= disposition gentle, affec- 
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tionate, willing, unswerving, trusty and 
true. A freer running horse has never been 
bred In Kentucky. 

As a 22-year-old he was unbeaten: as a 
3-year-old he met to defeat all the great 
horses of the day, until over-worked, out 
of condition one day he met and lowered 
his colors to Laggard. And then “Hano- 
ver has gone lame’ was whispered along 
the rail. 

Hanover then had had his experience 
with the veterinaries. He was patched up 
by ‘“‘nerving.”’ 

But the noble beast felt the shock. The 
operation was successful. Hanover was.a 
wreck—a melancholy wreck of the race- 
track. No longer could he carry beneath 
the wire in triumph the red and blue of 
the Dwyers. They offered him for ‘<ale. 

Milton Young of Lexington, Ky... saw in 
the fallen champion the possibilities of a 
great sire. His judgment, his expertence 
and his euperstitions combined tn him to 
ereate the desire to buy the horse, te bing

OHN SOBIESKI of Neosho, Mo., claims 

] that, {f Kose'usko had succeeded in 
. reorganizing the Kingdom of Poland 
in 1792, he would now be the reigning mon- 
arch of that country. 

Mr. Sobicski is the sixth lineal descendant 
In the male line of the great King John Bo- 
bieski, the most distingu'shed chieftan Po- 
land ever had. The history of the Sobieski 
family ls largely a history of Poland. The 
monarchy of Poland was elective under the 
ancient regime, and that is the reason why 
only one Sobieski ever attained the king- 
sh p. Dut whoever the K'ng happened to 
be, the house of Sobieski was the real pow- 
er behind the throne. 


Mr. Sobleseki’s life has been ev entful, He 
was born in Wareaw, in 1842. His Father, 
Count John Sobieski, led the revolutien of 
1846, which ended so disastrovsly. ‘The fa- 
ther Was executed and the son banished. 
Since then Mr. Sobieski has played many 
parts nm the drama of uh'story. He has 
been a bugler in the United States Army; 
a leader of the armies of the Republic of 
Mexico, and a maker of laws for the State 
of Minnesota. 


For the past 30 vears he has been an ener- 
gctic advocate of the abolishment of the 
liquor traffic, the enfranchisement of wom- 
en and the abolishment of capital punish- 
ment. He concluded a series of temperance 
lectures In this city Friday n'ght under the 
ausp'ces of the Prohibition Union. He 
fills from 100 to 150 lecture engagements a 
year. 

He has a genital dispcsition, and is re- 
nowned as a wit among those who have 
heard his lectures. He has a splendid 
physique and goldierly bear'ng. 

He has lived In Neosho since 1884, He 
has a wife and a grown daughter. He says 
he will die and be buried in Amer'can soil. 
All hope that he ever entertained of return- 
ing to his native land and assisting it to 
freedom ‘!s dead, he says: but he likes to 
talk about what might have'been if the 
patriots of Poland had their way. He said: 

“If the plans of Kosciusko and other 
Polsh patriots had been carried out in 17% 
and the greedy hands of three of Europe's 
unscrupulous powers had been kept from 
Poland's throat, a hereditary monarchy 
would have been established in that. un- 
happy country and J, instead of being a 
humble citizen of democratic America, 
would to-day be its king. 

“I do not make this claim on idle grounds, 
is based on the truth of history. 

“The first partition of Poland took place 
‘n 1772, during the reign of King Stanislaus, 
a weak and vascillating monarch, much 
given to dissipation. Russia, Prussia an 
Austria participated in this unholy deed, 
each being allotted ,an equal portion of 
Polish domain. 

“Theft spir't of Poland was broken 
the Wation, bowed down with grief, 
cepted the humiliation submissively for 
twenty years. But in 1792 the ereat Kos- 
clusko, the champion of national independ- 
ence, who had just returned from the Unit- 
ed States, where. he had@erendered vaiuable 
assistance to the new Republic, began to 
agitate a plan to reunite the sundered por- 
tions of Poland, to establish a constitution 
and to erect a monarchy, hereditary in 
character, but limited in the exercise of its 
powers. 

“Each member of the nobility was to par- 
ticipate in the election of the first k'ng 
under the new constitution. After that, the 
succession was to pass from father to the 


It 
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eldest son, if there was a son, and {if not 
to the eldest daughter. 

“There was but one man in all Poland 
upon whom every family of the nobility 
could unite. He was Count John Sobieski, 
my great-grandfather. He was the only 
man who could be proclaimed king without 
arousing the jealoysies of rival families 
and stirring up civil strife. He was a great 
warrior and statesman, and his associates 
recognized him as a leader. 

“It wes n° time then for feuds and 
family quarrels. It was necessary that the 
patriots of Poland should unite their 
strength and work harmoniously together 
in their common cause. These conditions 
could be secured only by the nomination 
of Count Sobieski for king. ° 

“A greater politician and a greater states- 
man than Kosciusko never lived. After 
analyzing the situation, he called a council! 
of the ndébility and urged the nomination 
of Count Sobieski. There was not a dis- 
senting volcé. Sobieski was to be called 
to the throne and the dynasty of Poland 
was to be established in his family. 

“But the mailed hands of Austria, Prus- 
sia and Russ‘a were interposed to prevent 
the consummation of this plan. It is pos- 
sible that those powers would have ac- 
quiesced ir the scheme to reorganize Po- 
land only for certain provisions of the con- 
stitution which Count Sobieski, Kos- 
clusko and the Polish patriots generally 
held to be inviolable. Those provisions de- 
clared that serfdom should be abolished 
and that the monarchy should be limited. 
Kurope, at that time, was surging and 
heaving with a storm of revolution, which 
was battering and shaking the thrones of 
absolute monarchs. The minds of men 
were permeated with strange principles, 
which encouraged individual liberty and 
urged opposition to the ancient theory of 
the divine right of kings. The absolute 
monarchs of Austria, Russia and Prussia 
feared that the provisions of the new Po- 
lish constitution, abolishing serfdom and 
limiting the power of the throne, were 
recognitions of revolutionary principles. 
They accordingly marched great armies 
to Warsaw, captured the capital and 
crushed the new government before it was 
fully organized. Then followed the second 
partition of Poland, which holds until this 
daw. 

“If the reorganization of the kingdom had 
been achieved I would to-day be reigning 
in Warsaw as the Fourth King John. The 
throne would have passed from my great- 
grandfather to my grandfather; thence to 
my father, and, through him, to me. 

“But the nobility of the Sobieski family 
did not depend upon the success of Kos- 
ciusko’s plans. It was the most ancient 
and.honorable family in Poland, and had 
acted important parte in the affeirs of the 
crown from the organization of the king- 
dom. It had given many warriors and 
statesmen to the country, and was held in 
high esteem by the other members of the 
nobility. No other family could boast a 
lineage so distinguished or a history so 
brilliant and full of glorious achievements. 
It was the ancient and distinguished no- 
bility of the Sobieski family that made my 
great-grandfather the nominee for the king- 
ship under the Kosciusko constitution. 

“If Poland had never been partitioned, 
and the same usages and customs prevailed 
now that prevailed then, I might be reign- 
ing as king under a different right than that 
which I would have taken under the Kos- 
ciusko constitution, My title would be 
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Count Sobieski in fact, just as it is now in 
right. 1 would be the head of the most 
distinguished family of the nobility, and it 
would be reasonable that I should be élected 
to the kingship. That would not necessarily 
foliow, fbut it would, at least, be a great 
probability. 

“The greatest king Poland ever bad was 
a Sobieski. He was the great Kinx John, 
of whom I am the sixth lineal descendant. 
being the eldest son of a line of ekiest 
sons. He was the greatest warrior ever pro- 
duced by Poland, and his feats in arms 
are among the moét celebrated in Europe. 
He won many great battles, but none has 
become so famous as that which he fought

with the disciples of Mahomet under the 
walls of Vienna, Sept. 12, 1683. The Moslem 
hordes of Turkey had decided to make an- 
other effort to carry the Crescent into the 
land of the Cross. They arrived befere 
Vienna July 3, 1683, and immediately placed 
the city in a state of siege. The Austrians 
appealed to Louis XIV. of France for aid, 
which was refused, Emissaries were then 
sent to King John of Poland to beg his 
assistance. He replied that he was al- 
Ways ready to defend the Cross, and imme- 
diately assembled his army. It was small, 
but it was the most splendid Europe ever 
saw. It consisted of 40,000 men, 15,000 being 
cavalrymen, each of whom had won the 
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spurs of Khighthood nce ae the b 
his way to Vienna King John 
by 20,000 men under the Duke ¢ Caiteben. 
He arrived in sight of the ahometan 
army September 11, 1683. He found that the 
enemy's forces numbered 0,000 men. But 
the odds did not confuse him. He took his 
positian and on the following day attacked 
the beslegers like a whirlwind. The battle 
was long and stubbornly content but the 
Mohammedan army was finally cut to pleces 
and forced into a disorderly retreat, leaving 
behind its accoutrements and camp trap- 
pings. King John entered Vienna in tri- 
umph. The ‘Te Deum Laudamus" was 
chanted in every church in thej city. The 
Archbishop preached a sermpn in the 
streets to 200,000 persons, taking 4s his text 
the Scriptural quotation, ‘A man was sent 
from God whose name was John. 
‘*‘He was the first and only Sobieski! who 
was ever honored by election to " throne.

Each 
novbleman had a vote in the selection of « 
king, and there were 300,000 members of the 
nobility in Poland, But no king could be 
chosen without a unanimous vote. While 
the Polish aristocracy was the most ex- 
clusive in Europe, it was at the same time 
the most democratic from very natural 
Causes. Any member of a noble family 
was eligible for election as king. The 
jealousy and rivalry of the different families 
on this account prevented the honor of king 
from being twice bestowed in the same 
family, except at long intervals. The no- 
bility would not suffer one family to govern 
them through more than one generation, 
lest the seeds of a hereditary monarchy 
might be scattered on too fertile soll. 


“For this reason, King John was the last 
Sobieski to occupy the Polish throne, al- 
though the family enjoyed great popularity 
until the partitioning of the kingdom. It 
was this system of electing a king that 
bred Poland's ruin. The kings degenerated 
into mere politicians, whose thoughts al- 
ways dealt with the promotion of their 
interests rather than those of the kingdom, 
If a hereditary dynasty had been estab- 
Ushed early in the eighteenth century, the 
humiliating fate which has been Poland's 
would probably have been averted and the 
old kingdom would be in existence to-day. 


“Through all the history of Poland the 
family of Gobieski is found fighting its 
country’s battles in time of war and solv- 
ing its problems of statecraft in the reign 
of peace. The Sobleskis have led ‘struggie 
after struggle for the independence of their 
native land, but all to no avail. In 18380 the 
students of Warsaw University, led by my 
uncle, Ben Sobieski, then 22 years old, or- 
ganized a revolution which proved to be the 
greatest uprising in the history of the 
country. It culminated in a great battle at 
Warsaw, in which 45,000 Poles contended 
against 212,000 Russians, Austrians end 
Prussians, The enemy was completely 
beaten, but the victory was a costly one to 
the Polish army. Only 10,000 of the 45,000 
troops survived. In this struggle my uncle 
led a regiment of students. During the day 
powder ran short in the Polish lines, and 
the students, discarding their rifies, drew 
spears and fought tand-to-hand until the 
enemy retreated. The regiment contained 
1200 men, but only 20 survived the battle, 

“When peace was restored 12,000 Polish 
patriots were executed and 80,000 were ban- 
ished. Another revolt was organized in 
1846 by my father, Count Sobieski. It was 
soon suppressed and my father was exe- 
cuted In March, 1848. 

“Our estates were confiscated, and I, at 
the age of five years, was banished from 
Polish soil by special edict of the Russian 
Czar, a 

‘“‘My mother took me to Belgium, Prussia 
and Austria, but I was not allowed to stop 
in any of those countries, We finally found 
safety in Genoa, Italy, where my mother 
supported us In the way we had been ac- 
customed to Hve by her knowledge of mu- 
sic and painting. : 

“When Capt. Ingraham of the United 
States war sloop St. Louis rescued Martin 
Kostza from the clutches of the Austrian 
Government on the claim that he was an 
American citizen, I joined my mother in a 
demonstration in his honor, For this we 
were banished from Genoa. We went to 
Lendon and remained there two years,when 
my mother died. 

“T was only 12 years old, byt I worked my 
passage on a vessel to New York, where I 
enlisted in the Second United States Artil- 
lery as a bugler, I served this country in 
that capacity until 1865. During the Civil 
War I was attached to the Army of the 
Potomac. I participated in the battle of 
Gettysburg and was shot through the body 
with a musket ball,

The next financial panic, which 
is surely coming, will be due to 
Over-trading in “industrials” and in elec- 
tric shares. 

It will be, In essentials, like all great 
Panics of the past. It will be based upon 
real values, inflated by the passion of gam- 
bling and the greed of gain. 

The new motive power renders possible 
vast economies and remarkable improve- 
ments, The new industrial combinations 
are of vast financial and economical im- 
portance. But real values are more provoc- 
ative of the speculation mania than doudt- 
ful ones.

The opening of the Erie Canal in 1825 


spired speculators with the idea that water 
transportation between the Atlantic sea- 
board and the great lakes made all the 
land of the new Northwest almost as valu- 
able as if it lay in Central New York. 
To-day this is near the truth, but it has 
taken fifty years to make it so. Even_in 
New York. so late as 1791, the State had 
sol¢ 56,500,000 acres of public land at low 
prices to favored grantees, and already 
the Holland Land Company owned millions 
of acres in Central New York and the Van 
elaers. Pierponts, De Peysters and

other great families ruled dominions dwarf- 
ing those of Europe. 

Regardless of these great areas nearer 
the seaboard, which clamored for occupa- 
tion, land speculators fanned the unwhole- 
some activity in every State washed by 
the waters of the great lakes. Railroads, 
canals and banks were planned by the 
hundreds without supervision and in the 
serious belief that immediate success would 
follow. 

Men would organize banks in one Btate 
and circulate their worthless paper |bdills 
in another. Associated banks with vast 
debts and no assets would carry through 
the woods, bumping over corduroy roads, 
kegs of nalls covered with thin layers of 
gold and silver coins, to be used each in 
turn to dagzle the eyes of the bucolic bank- 
ing commissioners during their periodical 
visits. 

One bank in 


the Middle West was es- 
tablished in a sawmill, and a satirist said, 
with slight exaggeration: “Every village 
plot with a house, or even without a house, 
if it had a hollow etump to serve as a 
vault, waa the eite of a bank.”’ 

In Michigan to-day the scene of the most 
interesting experiment in public ownership 
of the means of communication tried in 
this country for # years—the altempt at 
municipal control of the street car lines 
of Detroit—a public credit of $5,000,000,| afs 
terward increased, was voted by the Legis- 
lature for railroads, canals, etc., most of 
which projects were abandoned.

Thus was public ownership of railroads 
in the house of its friends. More than W 
years elapsed before it was again seriously 
proposed in Michigan that either the State 
or the municipality could become a com- 
mon carrier. 

Yet to-day economists agree that the fin- 
ancial stability of Germany and Belgium 
are largely due to the fact that their rail- 
roads, the property of the State, are made 
to foster manufacture by low freight rates 
instead of atifiing it by ‘‘working the traf? 
fic for all it is worth.”

CONF EDERATE 
VETERANS MAY 
CHANGE TITLE. 


N effort will be made this year to. 
A change the name of the United Con- 
federate Veterans tothe Confederate 
Sudvivors’ Association. A motion to change 
the constitution to that effect was voted 
down at Nashville in 1897, but a similar reso- 
lution was introduced last year at the At- 
lanta reunion, to be voted upon this year 
at Charleston, S. C. The meeting will be 
held May 10 to 13. 

The magnitude of this association can be 
surmised when it is known that there are 
1198 camps in the United States, with 57.000 
members. This does not include all of the 
Confederate veterans by any means, but of 
the 650,000 men who fought under the Con- 
federate flag it is believed that only about 
150,000 are living. 

These camps are divided by States as fol- 
lows: 

Missouri 76, Illinois 2, South Carolina 116, 
Georgia 115, Alabama 100, Arkarsas 74, Ten- 
hessee (0, Mississippi 68, Louisiana 57. Ken- 
tucky 49, North Carolina 45, Virginia 39, 
Florida 34, West Virginia 21. Indian Ter- 
ritory 20, Oklahoma 17, Maryland 12, New 
Mexico 3, Montana 2, California 2, District 
of Columbia J, Indiana 1, Texas 230, Colo- 
rado 1; a total of 1138. 

In this connection there is ‘a curious fact. 
While there 


are 230 camps in Texas 
only 76 in Missouri, it estimated that 
there are more Confederate veterans in 
Missouri than in any other State. 

One important action at the coming re- 
union will be to present a formal request 
to the United States Census Bureau to 
find out in 1900 the exact number of sur- 
vivors of both the Confederate and Union 
Armies. It is believed that this request 
will be granted, for the information can 
be obtained without extra expense while 
the general census is being taken.

sent material enough to form the basis of 
a profound study in the Gertvation of geo- 
graphical names, 

These county names form almost a com- 
plete catalogue of American history. They 
not only serve as memorials of the great, 
but have conferred immortality upon many 
an otherwise obscure individual, who ‘‘came 
out of the west,’’ either as a cowboy or @ 
Congressman, 

Had the task of naming nearly 3000 coun- 
ties been given to the American people in 
the beginning, they would probably have 
been appalled by its magnitude, The way 
the problem has solved itself throws many 
sidelights on American characteristics and

England—B~ oF sedford, Worces- 
ter, Some, “end and the like;

‘‘mermaids” are the subject of a 
most interesting report ‘just made by the 
United States Fish Commissioner's expedi- 
tion, which was sent to Porto Rico tg in- 
vestigate its aquatic life for Uncle Sam, The 
steamer Fish Hawk, having on board the 
Government fish scientists, led by Profes- 
sor W. Evermann, brought back 260 species 
of fish. many of them new to ecience. 

A kind of devil fish of a most ugly sort 
was found. A sword fish with monstrous 
fin extending straight up from its back and 
feelers reaching far beneath the body was 
added to the collection of freaks. 

Porto Rico’s deep-sea waters are believed 
to contain several other varieties of devil 
fish and monsters, and a future expedition 
will make an effort to capture them. 


Another odd fish found ty the Govern- 
ment fish hunters was tie bat fish. 

No lobsters like ours seem to occur in 
Porto Rican waters, but there is a so0- 
called “spiny lobster’’ whioh i# eaten by the 
natives. It attains a length of about 18 
inches. Blue crabs are extremely plentiful 
about the island. 

There are lots of fresh water crawfish. 
Bome day these crawfish may be exported in 
quantities to the United States, for they

|are very @elicious; but they have to be 
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tightly packed for the journey to prevent 
them from turning on their backs, else théey 
will work their feet until ‘exhausted, and 
so die. The Porto Rican crawfish gets a 
living by impaling small fishes and little 
frogs on its ‘“‘tusk,’’ as the horn between 
its eyes Is called. 

There is no fishery for the manatee in 
Porto Rico, though specimens of that huge 
marine mammal are sometimes seen in the 
tidal rivers. The creature is a near rela- 
tive of the extinct rhytina, or sea cow.

Most interesting of all the creatures that 
inhabit Porto Rican waters are the great 
marine tortoises. These are of three species 
—the green turtle, loggerhead and the 
hawksbill. The loggerhead has been known 
to attain a weight of 1600 pounds. At, 1000 it 
is eight feet long and nine feet —_ the 
back, including the filppers. It is @ very 
fast and strong swimmer, and the only way 
to take it is to catch it asleep in the water. 
Often specimens are seen many miles from 
and, floating on the waves in pdaceful 
elumber. Unlike the other big sea turties, 
the loggerhead is ca: @vorous, With its 
powerful jaws it easily cracks the shells of 
large conches, éating the “‘meats” of those 
mollusks. It feeds on crabs and shelifish 
of all sorts. 

The green turtles are the ones (At are 
chiefly sought with decoys of the kigd pre- 
viously described. They sometimes weigh 
as much as 1000 pounds and their flesh is 
-one of the most prised of table delicacies. 
Living in oe water, they feed on sea 
plart«. 
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of this kind, but they are among the most 
beatiful in the list. and it is much to be 
régretted that they were not more exten- 
sively used. Certainly the Cayuga, Chau- 
tauqua, Chenango, Onondaga, Oswego and 
Saratoga of New York, the Lackawanna, 
Susquehanna, Tioga and Wyoming of 
Pennsylvania or the Ashtabula, Cuyahoga, 
Scioto and Tuscarawas of Ohlo are more 
euphonious and pleasing to the ear, as 
well as more distinctive and thus more 
serviceable, than the monotonous repeti- 
tion of Washingtons, Jeffersons and La- 
fayettcs.

Now, this is probably a false showing. 
Suppose we knock off 1848 seats, just to 
show these warring managers that we 
don't care. That leaves a seating capacity 
of 14,000 for the seven theaters of St. Louis. 
Let us reduce the money earning capacity 
of the seven to $6500 a day. 

The regular season here is from 28 to 235 
weeks; call it 30 weeks, to make the figures 
even Two of the houses give 14 perform- 
ances a week. One gives 11, two others 10 
and the remaining two give from seven to 
nine. That makes an average of 75 per- 
formances a week, or 2250 in a season of 
0) weeks. At the latter figures given the 
earning capacity of the city’s theaters for 
one season is $14,625,000, 

The houses are not always filled to their 
utmost seating capacity, but sometimes 
they contain more money than the seating 
capacity provides for. For instance, the 
Century, with its 1475 capacity, once took 
in $1600-—Olga Nethersole being the attrac- 
tion—at regular prices. The Olympic’s reg- 
ular price record was made by Joseph Jetf- 
ferson one Saturday matinec, when $2525, 
or $450 more than the seating capacity, was 
taken in. The Grand Opera House's high- 
est record since Manager Giffen took 
charge is 3715. Manager Garen of Havlin's 
rays he has counted $999 as the receipte 
for one performance at Havlin’s. At the 
Imperial $800 is the highest record, for one 
performance of “‘Uncle Tom's Cabin.” The 
Columbia people say they have had over 
$900 in the house several times. 

But these big houses are the exceptions 
and not the rule. Sometimes business drops 
to almost nothing, and the expenses go 
r'xht along.

been occupied at each of the eight per- 
formances during the week the receipts, at 
regular prices, would have been $16,600. 

A few weeks ago the Standard took in 
$3225; at least Manager Butler sent a check 
for $322.50 to the city for the benefit of 
the poor, saying it was 10 per cent of the 
receipts of his house for one week. Now, 
at $9850 a performance, the maximum 
claimed by the theater, and at 14 perform- 
ances a week, the Standard's earning. ca- 
pacity is $13,300. The proportion between 
$32 and $13,300 is approximately as 1 to 4. 
If we knock off a few seats the proportion 
is reduced to one-fifth, and this may be 
taken as a fair average, counting all the 
exigencies of the situation. 

At that rate the people of St. Louis pay 
$2,955,000—one-fifth of  $14,62%,000—for the 
privilege of being amused. ’ 

Let us be generous to ourselves and 
throw off $2,000. That leaves $2,500,000. 
But even that is a goodly sum to pay for 
a little laughter or a few tears. 

Who gets all of this money? Not the 
manager nor the actor man, my children. 
There are sordid hotel keepers and grasp- 
ing railroads and rough-necked cab drivers 
and hoarse-voiced scene shifters, and long- 
haired musicians and opulent sleeping car 
magnates, and benevolent newspapers, and 
affluent playmakers and prosaic bill 
posters and artistic costumers, and dealers 
in wigs and grease paint and electric lights, 
and upholstery, and the dealers in the 
thousands of other things that are used 
in theaters—say nothing of the press 
agents, diamonds and the dog biscuits for 
the soubrette’s pug and the cough syrup 


for the leading woman's maid. 

In the case of stock houses most of the 
money that is paid into the theater is 
spent right here in town, ancdk we all have 
a chance to get our share of it back. But 
the traveling company takes a large part 
of its share away to spend in New York 
or across the ocean. The percentage that 
is paid traveling companies is a business 
secret that theater managers guard care- 
fully, but aproximate figures can be given. 
Attractions at the Olympic and Century 
get from © to 70 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. On rare occasions the company's 
share of the spoils is larger, but that has 
probably not been the case this season. 

At the Qlympic Mansfield, who got 70 
per cent, drew $17,000 Into the hoyse in 
seven performances. This made his share 
$13.900. He claimed $10,000 for the week 
included everything conceivable in the line 
of expenses. At that extravagant estimate 
he still had left a neat little margin of 
$3900 for his week's work. 

W. H. Crane played to about $8500 here 
and his profit over and above all probable 
expenses is estimated at $3000.

At Havlin’s the companies get from 
to @ per cent and “‘pull off’ on good weeks 
from $2500 to $4500. At the Standard about 
the same percentage is given. At the Co- 
lumbia the performers work for salaries 
and the house takes all risks. The salaries 
of vaudeville performers rang from $100 a 
week for a sketch team to $1000 for a big 
Star (such stars come about once every 
three years). A comedy company of four 
or five persons gets from $400 to $600 a 
week. 

The stock houses pay salaries, of course, 
and good ones at that. A leading man gets 
about $175 a week; a character man from 
$75 to $125: character woman, about the 
same, and so on down the line of heavies 
and juveniles and ingenues and all the 
others. In order to make money either 
the Grand or Imperial must take in more 
than $2000 a week. 

Which is the more profitable for the 
player, work in a stock company, or ina 
traveling organization? For the men, stock; 
for the women, traveling. Players furnish 
their own costumes except when it is a 
costume play such as “An Enemy to the 
King.”’ The men need only such clothes 
as are used in every day life. They can 
wear the same coats many times and the 
public doesn't care, But if an actress wears 
the same gown in two plays she gets talked 
about in scandalous fashion. And wom- 
en's apparel] costs money. Minnie Seligman 
has spent a small fortune on her wardrobe 
this season and it is doubtful if the savings 
from Louise Closser’s nice salary will more 
than carry her through the summer. As an 
inatance of what stock actresses pay for 
clothes the case of Grayce Scott, the Grand 
ingenue, is interesting. She has paid out 
to one dry goods firm in St. Louis more 
than $300 since January 1, and this isn’t all, 
She has had other merchants and mil- 
liners and mantua makers to reckon with. 
She gets a good salary, but her husband 
will have to pay her board this summer. 
She has the clothes and should she play in 
some other city next season she can utilize 
them, but the styles will have changed 
and dressmakers charge for alterations. 

Character actresses are nearly as well off 
as the men in the matter of wardrobe ex- 
pense. Helen Reimer has had only one part 
since she has been in St. Louis that gave 
her a chance to spend money on clothes or 
to show that she had a handsome ward- 
robe. She probably has enough money 
stowed away in a savings bank to start a 
brewery. 

“On the road” the men get the hot end 
of it. Their railroad fares are paid, and 
in rare cases sleepers are provided, but the 
hotels and the cabmen and the thousand 
and one incidentals of travel fall on them.

dark eyes and dark hatr is @ question much 
harder to answer. 

In a general way we all would agree that 
the size of the eye is an important factor of 
beauty. Arabian poets compare the eyes of 
those they admire to the eyes of a gazelle 
or the deer. Ox-eyed Juno is the true Greek 
type of beauty. Yet size is a secondary 
thing, if the aperture between the lids is so 
wide as to disclose much of the white of the 
eye. Wincklemann notes that most of the 
statues of the gods have!large and vauited 
eyelids, with a pronounced arch, and the 
arched upper eyelid is always an adjunct of 
beauty. 

Italian and Spanish eyes—at least accord- 
ing to the artists who painted them—were 
considered most beautiful when somewhat 
oval ja form, This European oval, however, 
was less decided than that of some of the 
Semitic and ancient Aryan rgces. Some 
Hindu poets speak of an eye so elongated as 
to reach the ear, and it ie said that there 
were Orientals who enlarged the slit of the 
eye with a knife. Elongated eyes do not, 
however, mean oblique eyes, and it Is the 
obliqueness of the Chinaman’s eye that to 
a great extent prevents our seeing beauty 
in his face. 

In the matter of color it cannot be said 
that there Is any standard. Color in itself 
does not express emotion, atthough on the 
whole dark eyes are more apt than blue 
eves to indicate a passionate disposition. 
Why we congider green or yellow eyes ugly 
in human be'ngs, though often admired in 
animals, is hard to understand, except on 
the theory that has been advanced that 


they are so unusual as to appear anomal- 
ous, 

As to the color of the hair, those who 
have blonde hair are usually the most seif- 
satisfied, for the majority of artists have 
painted their most beautiful women as 
biondes. Most of the women. too, to whom 
poets like Petrarch have addressed their 
songs, are biue-eyed and fair, and one critic 
has gone so far as to say that Shakspeare 
has mentioned biack hair but twice. On 
the other hand, while blonde hair has been 
the type of ideal beauty, practically the 
brunette is somewhat ahead tn the race of 
life, and she is much more apt to be 
chosen In marriage. Thus in England and 
Germany pure blondes are constantly be- 
coming tvarer. 

One writer who has considered very care- 
fully the question of beauty as a whole— 
M. Finck—believes that it has four main 
sources—romantic lore, iwixture of races, 
mertal cu'ture and hygiene. Now it is very 
evident that the individual cannot in dis or 
her own case control the first two of these 
conditions. If the parents have been un- 
congenial, if the family is one of unmixed 
blood for many generations, the resulting 
progeny may be homely to an extent that 
no amount of attention to mental culture 
or hygiene can modify. Yet sometimes a 
great deal can be accomplished in these dl- 
rections. It ts sald that the average dura- 
tion of iMfe at Geneva in the sixteenth cen- 
tury was 21.21 years. Now it is about 
double this age, and as many persons now 
live to be 70 years of age as formerly lived 
to be #.

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CARRYING OFF THE BRIDE. 


E ROUGBRMONT, who atartled all Europe 
with his remarkable stories of tribes he 
discovered, missed in his African travels the 
great country of Opokoloamondaria, which has just 
been explored by Hy Mayer, of the American Geo- 
graphical Society. He furnishes the Sunday World 
with his original sketch of the strange people and 
their stranger costumes. 

“Opokoloamondaria is pronounced as if spelled 
Bamps, which reminds one of the vagaries of Eng- 
lish spelling. The natives of ‘this country, which 
is either in Africa or else it isn’t (1 won't be posi- 
tive), are ef a rich orange color when ripe, but 
in infancy are green and are being cared for by 
elephants. 

No man is allowed to marry until he is thirty 
and then he is compelled to choose a wife. He 
goes out upon the main highway of the village 
and waits for a man to pass by and the first man 
who does so is destined to become his father-in-law. 
If the man has no daughter then the young man 
waits until he has. As a consequence of this curi- 
ous habit many of the Opokoloamandarians do not 
ever marry. But if the man has a marriageable 
daughter the young man immediately claims her 
and shuts her up im a cage that he may fatten 


her. It is considered disgraceful to be thin in| this 
strange land and banting is thought to be worse 
than murder. When the bride is so fat that) she 
cannot walk out of the door of the cage her nce 
demolishes her prison and carries her to the edi- 
cine man and the twain are made one.
